Some cities might have more dramatic scenery, but only 
Edmonton has The Hill. Sure, Vancouver has the Coastal 
Range, Victoria has the Olympic range, Ottawa has the 
Gatineau Hills and so on. But there isn’t a better place 
to have a FolkFestival than the natural amphitheatre in 
Gallagher Park. 


Located just across the mighty North Saskatchewan from 
downtown Edmonton, and part of the long chain of parks 
called the Ribbon of Green, Gallagher Park is the perfect 
location for our festival. There’s nothing like sitting on 
The Hill on a warm August night, watching some of the 
world’s top musicians, with the lights from the office 
towers forming a spectacular backdrop to Main Stage — 
and for performers, the wonderful sight of hundreds of 
candles twinkling like a starry night. 
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Gallagher Park has been the site of Folkfest for 34 of its 
35 years, and we all want to keep it here. It’s vital that 
we show respect for the communities of Cloverdale, 
Bonnie Doon and Strathearn, which have generously and 
patiently supported having a temporary city of 20,000 
plus at their doorstep. 


Just think of having thousands of people walking through 
your neighbourhood. You'd want them to tread quietly 
and leave nothing behind. Let’s all show the respect 
these neighbourhoods deserve, and we'll able to continue 
enjoying The Hill for many years to come.

Thousands of us come back to 
Folkfest year after year, not only for 
the music, but because we have such 
a good time. Whether we're catching 
up with old friends in the Beer Tent, 
watching our kids’ faces transformed 
with face paint or chasing the late 
night hunger pangs with an elephant 
ear, there are plenty of ways to have 
a great time at the festival, while 
taking in some of the best folk music 
on the planet. 


With 25,000 people on the site of 
Gallagher Park at once, we havea 
few ground rules and services to help 
everybody have a great experience 
over the four days. 


WRISTBANDS 

When you enter the gate you get 

a four-day wristband or a daily 
wristband, depending on what kind 
of ticket you have. All patrons must 
wear the wristband at all times, 
except for children 11 and under, 
and seniors age 80+. 


SEATS 

To avoid blocking the view of other 
patrons, use only seats with a 
maximum total seat height of 26 
inches (66 cm), with a maximum seat 
leg height no more than 8 inches 

(20 cm).

SMOKING 

In consideration of non-smokers, and 
to comply with provincial laws and 
city bylaws, the non-smoking areas 
are extensive. **Smoking is not 
permitted in the seating area of Main 
Stage or any of the Session stages, by 
tents at the top of the hill, the Family 
area, Beer Garden, the hearing- 
impaired area, access area on the 
west side of Main Stage, First Aid 
Tent, Dance Area and in any lineup.** 
If you smoke, please go to the top of 
the hill, above area 4, either sides of 
the Beer Garden and Stage 1 after 

it has shut down for the day. Please 
pinch and pocket your butts. 


KEEP IT CLEAN 

Dispose of garbage and recyclables 
in the appropriate cans, including 
cigarette butts. 


LINEUPS 

You can start lining up at 2:00 p.m. 
on Thursday and Friday and at 
7:00 a.m. on Saturday and Sunday. 
No overnight queues, please. Order 
of entry is determined by our 
optional lottery system. The gates 
will open at 4:30 p.m. on Thursday 
and Friday and at 9:30 a.m. on 
Saturday and Sunday. “Walk, don’t 
run” to quote the Ventures. 


TARPS 

The maximum size is 8 by 10 feet 

(2.5 by 3.0 metres). Please make 
room, don’t bea space hog! Don't 
forget to take your tarp (and all other 
belongings) home with you every 
night. Items left will be taken to the 
Lost and Found where they can 

be claimed. 


TENTS AND LEAN-TOS 

Pitch a tent only at the top of the 
hill. It should be small and maximum 
1.5 metres in height. Tents have 

to be dismantled and taken home 
every night. Low lying lean-tos can 
be used lower on the hill only in the 
case of rain. 


SUPPLIES TO REMEMBER 
You could be at the festival for more 
than 12 hours, so you'll need: a hat, 
sunscreen, water bottle, bandages, 
insect repellant, hand wipes, your 
medications, comfortable footwear, 
warm clothes for the evening and 
possibly rain gear. Our Music and 
Merch Tent may have some of 
these items. 


KIDS 

Kids love the festival, but don’t 
leave them unattended. It’s easy for 
youngsters to get lost in the crowd. 
Please encourage them to use their 
“inside voices” during performances 
— your neighbours are trying to 
hear the music. 


LOST KIDS, 

LOST AND FOUND 

Lost kids and lost items can be 
dropped off or claimed at the 
Information Tent. Look for the big 
balloons! After the weekend, check 
with the festival office for lost items. 
After September 15, items that 
are unclaimed will be donated 
to charity. 


INFORMATION TENT 

Look for the big balloons! Our 
volunteers have information to help 
you enjoy your day. They have a 
comment book to share your blog 
ideas the old-fashioned way. 


CANDLES 

Folkfest wouldn't be the same 
without candles on the hill, but take 
care. Tarps are extremely flammable, 
so inexpensive candle and cups 

may be purchased from the on-hill 
sellers. Fire regulations make the 
use of covers for candles mandatory. 
Keep them in a cup so the wax 
doesn’t drip onto the hill. 


REMEMBER YOUR 
NEIGHBOURS 

That means staying seated and 
keeping the noise down so everyone 
can enjoy the performances. Dance 
to your heart’s content, but at the 
sides of Main Stage or Stages 1-3 
and 5-7 — not at your seat. Please 
use friendly discussion to sort 

out boundary disputes or other 
problems. If you can’t, Liaison 
Security crew members wearing 
yellow vests will help. There is also 
help at the security tent east of 
Cloverdale Hall by the public plate 
return station, or at the top of 
Main Stage hill. 


Pets, drugs, alcohol, video, high 
backed chairs, audio recording 
equipment, glass containers, laser 
pointers and sliding are not allowed.

FIRST AID 

The First Aid tent is staffed with 
health care professionals. The First 
Aid tent does not supply items such 
as sunscreen and insect repellent. 


WATER STATIONS 

Fill up your water bottle at the 
water stations by the Cloverdale 
Community Hall and Stage 5. 


WATER PARK 

There is a water spray park beside 
Cloverdale Hall. What a great way for 
your kids to cool down! 


MESSAGE BOARD 

Want to hook up with friends and 
don’t have a cell phone? Leave a note 
at the message board, located in the 
information tent. 


YOGA SESSIONS 

These will be held on Saturday 
and Sunday from 10:00 AM - 
10:50 AM in the dance area to 
the left of Main Stage. 








NO SLIDING 


Sliding on the hill can be dangerous 
for both sliders and anyone who 
may bein their path. The festival 
has been informed that we can 
no-longer permit this. Itis a liability 
issue. We would all feel terrible if 
someone got hurt. We ask parents 
to keep an eye on their kids to make 
sure they are not sliding. Sliders will 
be warned that it is not permitted, 
and they could be asked to leave the 
grounds if they persist. Thank you for 
your co-operation. 











CHARGE 
YOUR PHONE, 
CHANGE THE 
WORLD 


It takes only four watts to 
recharge your cell phone or 
power an LED lightbulb, and 
it can be done with a portable 
solar panel. This technology 
can also be used to improve 
millions of lives around the 
world. 


The Edmonton-based 
company, Four Watts, has 
supplied portable solar panels 
in the Craft Tent for patrons 
of Folkfest to recharge their 
cell phones, which will take 
the same amount of time as if 
they were plugged into a wall 
outlet. 


But the company has plans to 
extend its reach far beyond 
Edmonton. With growing 
concern about climate change, 
solar energy is a preferable 
alternative to energy 
generated by coal and natural 
gas. But with its portability 
and lack of reliance on big 
generating plants and scarce 
resources, solar energy can 
also brighten the future of 1.5 
billion people who have no 
access to electricity. 


With that in mind, Four Watts 
will donate one watt worth of 
solar generating equipment 
for every watt’s worth that it 
sells. The company plans to 
sell seven and 10-watt panels, 
which come equipped with 
battery packs. However, its 
watt-for-watt donations to 
the developing world will be 
flexible according to needs in 
the developing world rather 
than the same products sold to 
North American customers.

Edmonton gained a major musical asset when the trans- 
Atlantic couple of Peter Stone and Denise MacKay 
decided to settle here rather than on the other side of the 
pond. Their melodic, thoughtful band, 100 Mile House is 
making waves on both sides of the ocean and in their own 
way, putting Edmonton, as well as the small town whose 
name they borrowed, on the map. 


The two met in a Toronto bar. He was a bartender from 
London; she was a fledgling musician from rural Alberta 
mistakenly believing there was an open stage that night. 
Peter listened to Denise sing, they fell in love romantically 
and musically, married and settled in London. They 

chose the name for their band almost at random while 
looking at a map of Canada on their kitchen wall, but they 
struggled in the British capital, and eventually decided to 
return to Denise’s native Alberta. 


That was a wise decision. 100 Mile House has become a 
very successful folk band, playing many major festivals, 
including the 2010 Vancouver Olympics, and have had 
Western Canada Music Awards nominations as well as 
winning an Edmonton Music Award. 


With honest, emotional lyrics, voices that blend 
seamlessly and influences from both sides of the Atlantic, 
100 Mile House is a unique addition to Alberta’s music 
scene. Their third album, Wait With Me, has received 
accolades from reviewers in Britain, Denmark, Belgium as 
well as Canada. The British website, Country Music People, 
describes it as “... an accomplished and inventive record 
from a band that have the tightness and confidence 

to produce great material.” Penguin Eggs describes it 

as “...lyrical and haunting, with a depth of feeling — 
sometimes raw and palpably authentic — you don't 
find so often.”

ALBERT LEE 
England 


Country star Vince Gill summed it up in 11 words when he 
called Albert Lee “one of the finest guitar players who 
ever walked this earth.” 


Over the past 50 years, Albert’s “hybrid” style using both 
flatpick and fingers on his Fender Telecaster has been 
heard on dozen of records. Straddling the line between 
country and rock ‘n’ roll, he’s a guitar player's guitar 
player. In fact, a signature guitar has been named after 
Albert; he has been five times Guitar Player magazine's 
country guitar player of the year and he has won two 
Grammy awards. 


A cursory look at his resumé is a tour through the history 
of rock ‘n’ roll and country music. He has recorded or 
played with Eric Clapton, the Everly Brothers, Brad Paisley, 
the Crickets, Ricky Skaggs, Vince Gill, Bill Wyman, Earl 
Scruggs, Paul McCartney and the list goes on. He also 
highlights his deft playing by fronting his own band, with 
regular backup musicians in Britain and the United States. 


While growing up in London, Albert started with piano 
lessons at the age of seven, and was enchanted by the 
likes of Jerry Lee Lewis. But after receiving an archtop 
guitar for Christmas, he never looked back. He was a 
full-time professional guitarist from the age of 16, and 
developed his signature sound with a Telecaster, playing 
with bands like Heads Hands and Feet. 


He started finding work in the United States in the 1970s, 
and the turning point in his career came when he was 
recruited for Emmylou Harris's band after James Burton 
went back to playing with Elvis. His work on Luxury Liner 
made him a household name with guitar players and fans 
alike. Albert recently turned 70, but he still has many 
years of hot picking ahead of him. MS

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ALEJANDRA RIBERA 


Ontario 


Few artists convey as much emotion in their music as 
Alejandra Ribera. Described by critics as “sultry,” she 
literally pours herself into her songs, and the feeling flows 
out, through her voice, which is tinged with a hint of 
vibrato, and through her body language. 


Born in Toronto, Alejandra is the daughter of an 
Argentinian waiter and a Scottish actress. While growing 
up she studied violin, viola, choral music and was exposed 
to the music of Mercedes Sosa, Odetta and Jimmy Scott, 
as well as the comedy stylings of Billy Connolly. 


Her first album, the self-produced Navigator, Navigather 
(2009), drew critical attention to her voice and 
comparisons to Kate Bush, Bjork and Tom Waits, but it 
was a residency at Toronto’s legendary Cameron House 
that led to more success and bookings at festivals across 
Canada. 


That kind of success put some pressure to quickly record 
a follow-up, but instead Alejandra took time off, taking 
a sabbatical to Spain to regroup. There, she wrote three 
Spanish language songs and decided she wanted Jean 
Massicotte (Patrick Watson, Pierre Lapointe) to produce 
her sophomore record. But Massicotte wasn’t free for 
another three years, so she moved to Montreal to wait, 
immersing herself into the innovative music scene and 
writing. When she and Massicotte finally hit the studio, 
they recorded La Boca, a nuanced and exotic collection 
of songs in English, Spanish and French. The album also 
features one cover, a sultry take on the Proclaimers hit, 
“500 Miles”, an homage to her Scottish roots. 


“Imagine Louis Armstrong, Tom Waits and Chavela Vargas 
downing shots in a Barcelona bordello,” wrote the Globe 
and Mail to describe Alejandro Ribera. WA

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ALELA DIANE 
United States 


When Alela Diane was growing up, her parents were 
musicians. So it was only natural for her to pursue that 
craft, joining the school choir, teaching herself how to 
play guitar, writing her own songs from an early age. At 
the age of 20, she released her first album, Forest Parade. 
But it was her second, The Pirate’s Gospel, recorded at her 
father's studio, initially released in 2004 and then re- 
released in 2006, that attracted national attention to her 
softly spooked-out acid folk. She quickly became part of 
the nouveau folk scene of the early 21st Century, snagging 
opening spots for Blitzen Trapper, Iron and Wine, Fleet 
Foxes and the Decemberists. 


Although mostly a solo artist, Alela has also 
experimented with her sound throughout her career. 

She was part of the Headless Heroes, a short-lived 

cover band that featured Josh Klinghofer (Red Hot Chili 
Peppers), Joey Waronker (REM, Beck), Leo Abrahams 
(Imogen Heap, Pulp, Brian Eno), and others. And on her 
third album, she moved away from her trademarked 
hushed intimacy to a more robust sound, recording with a 
back up band and released under the moniker Alela Diane 
and Wild Divine. 


After the break up of Wild Divine, which coincided with 
the break up of her marriage to that band’s guitarist, 
Alela came back to a more stripped down solo sound for 
her more recent album. 


“Alela Diane's songs are campfire pipe dreams filled with 
picket fences, desert sands and paths leading back to 
you. If you're a fan of Joni Mitchell, then this Californian 
folkie will also appeal,” says Al! Music. “There’s something 
comforting in her landscapes of small-town America.” WA

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BAKA BEYOND 
Britain, Cameroon, Senegal, Sierra Leone, 
Congo, Ghana, France 


In the days when Baka Beyond first began, world music 
was a new thing. Music had for centuries been composed 
and played all over the globe, but the concept of 
combining musical styles from one part of the world with 
another locale or two, and then making it a worldwide 
sensation, wasn’t as prevalent as it is now. But with the 
help of groups like Baka Beyond, world music was allowed 
to grow and become popular with millions of fans. 


Baka Beyond rose out of the ashes of Outback, a tribal- 
style acoustic group featuring multi-instrumentalist 
Martin Cradick. After Outback ended, Martin and his 
wife, singer Su Hart, travelled to Cameroon to live with 
the Baka people and possibly record their music. Through 
their collaboration, they created a danceable fusion of 
Celtic melodies and Baka rhythms. And while Martin and 
Su remain the core of the band, other members have 
come from all over Africa. The current lineup also includes 
Clyde Kramer (drums), Ayodele Scott (percussion), 
Kibisingo (bass), Paddy le Mercier (fiddle) and Ellie 
Jamison (vocals). 


But music is only one part of Baka Beyond. They have 
created the Global Music Exchange, a charitable 
foundation that ensures royalties from the use of 
indigenous music in recordings (including their own) 

are given back to the people and areas they originated. 
As well, the charity has built a music house for the Baka 
people, provided health care, education and helped them 
win land rights and recognition as Cameroonian citizens. 


“Baka Beyond are annoyingly difficult to dislike,” reads a 
review in the Guardian. “They are an infuriatingly jovial 
multi-racial band [that] would be utterly intolerable 

if it weren't for the fact that they are remarkably good 
musicians and impressively idealistic.” WA

BASIA BULAT 


Ontario 


Basia Bulat is not just another multi-instrumentalist 
with a honey-raw, vibrato-tinged voice hailing from 
London, Ontario. Not another singer-songwriter whose 
mother who was a piano and guitar teacher. Whose 
soundtrack of childhood was the oldies radio station. Who 
grew up skilled at playing many instruments — guitar, 
dulcimer, ukulele, piano, autoharp and charango, an 
Andean stringed instrument. 


The difference is how she pulls it all together: her 
aesthetic alternates between ethereal musicianship and 
a sneaky sense of how to write a great song that still has 
a pop sensibility. She’s been developing this sound, which 
capitalizes immensely on her distinctive vocal power 

in addition to that multi-instrumentalist prowess, on 
three albums. The first was Oh Darling, which caught the 
attention of underground folk hero Hayden in 2007 and 
was released on his Hardwood label. Her second album, 
Heart of My Own, hit upon greater mainstream success — 
no doubt aided by her tireless touring of the catchy songs. 


Tall Tall Shadow, released last fall, Basia’s third album, 
netted her a 2014 Juno nomination. The album marks an 
important transition in Basia’s creativity. As a review on 
the National Music Centre website says, it takes a“... giant 
step away from the folksie simplicity of Bulat’s earlier 
music and highlights her growth as a musician who has 
unquestionably found her stride.” 


And while the album was borne of an unspecified loss, 
the album is raw and spectral, heartbroken yet jubilant. 
Apart from her albums, Basia has released several videos 
online of her haunting covers of songs such as Bruce 
Springsteen's “Glory Days.” JS

BEAR’S DEN 


| United Kingdom 


Agape, the title of the latest EP from Bear’s Den, is the 
Greek word for love, and there’s plenty of thatin the 
music and among the fans of this English trio. 


The lyrics are very emotional, and the music matches the 
sadness and yearning expressed, setting a mood with 
minor chords, heavy guitar reverb, three part harmonies 
and slightly lightened up by clawhammer banjo. “I’m so 
scared of losing you and | don’t know what | can do about 
it,” they sing. 


Bear's Den have little to be afraid of. They are about to 
release their first full-length album, but in only a couple 
of years have managed to score gigs at some of the 
most prestigious festivals on both sides of the Atlantic, 
including the Newport Folk Festival and notice from the 
likes of the New York Times and Rolling Stone. 


Bear's Den is the antithesis of the slick manufactured act. 
The packages around their discs are hand-made, each 
with an individual print of a bear's paw from a mould 
made by carving a potato. They have been known to take 
the stage with ink still drying on their hands. And their 
music is as genuine as the album covers. 


The British website Secret Sound Shop says: “The band’s 

commitment to DIY shows they care for their craft. ... Itis 
clear that Bear's Den pay as much attention to their work 
in the studio, and each of Agape’s tracks is as honest and 

raw in MP3 form as ina live setting.” 


Led by what Rolling Stone calls the “charming vocals” of 
guitarist Andrew Davie, with Kevin Jones on vocals 
and drums and Joey Haynes on vocals, guitar and banjo, 
their music breathes with feeling, creating a mood that 
won't be forgotten for a long time. MS

BEN HARPER 
AND CHARLIE MUSSELWHITE 
United States 


Sometimes combining two elements leads to combustion, 
and that is certainly the case in the incendiary reaction that 
occurred when Ben Harper and Charlie Musselwhite 
joined forces. 


The two met at a recording session of the late bluesman 
John Lee Hooker, and formed an instant musical and 
personal friendship. Despite a mutual desperate desire to 
record, a decade passed before it actually happened, and 
there’s no doubt it was worth the wait. The disc, Get Up, 
won best blues recording at this year's Grammy Awards, 
and the two are already itchin’ to record another one. 


Ben is well-known as a songwriter who combines blues, 
gospel, folk and rock, often backed by searing slide guitar 
and his voice, which can go from a sweet Sam Cooke 
tenor to a low growl. Rolling Stone says Ben has a “Woody 
Guthrie-like propensity to wrote simply-structured songs 
with sociopolitical messages.” 


He’s had a storied career over the past 22 years, releasing a 
dozen albums, winning three Grammy awards and having 
his music used in many movies and TV shows. Ben was also 
featured in the movie, Standing in the Shadows of Motown. 


Charlie is simply one of the best blues harmonica players in the 
world. Born 70 years ago in Mississippi and raised in Tennessee, 
Charlie learned about life working jobs digging ditches and 
running moonshine in a 1950 Lincoln before moving to 
Chicago, where he met and played with many blues legends 
and started a lifelong friendship with John Lee Hooker. 


He has released over 20 albums, and his harp has been 
featured on dozens more by such artists as Bonnie Raitt 
and Tom Waits. Charlie was an inspiration for the Blues 
Brothers, which might be an accurate means of describing 
his partnership with Ben. MS.

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BEN HOWARD 
England 


Most of us wouldn't mention England as a hotbed of 
surfing and surf music. Australia, California, Hawaii and 
possibly Tofino, but old Blighty? Highly unlikely. 


Ben Howard will convince us that yes, surf culture has 
arisen from the chilly waters of the North Sea. 


Born in Devonshire in southern England, Ben was a 
teenager when he developed his life-long passion for 
surfing, which was new to the United Kingdom. He was 
also a budding songwriter, having been influenced by his 
parents’ collection of Van Morrison, John Martyn, and Joni 
Mitchell records. He wrote his first song at the age of 11, 
which he has admitted was “probably the worst song ever. 


” 


He was also an aspiring journalist, and moved to 
Newquay, a beach town in Cornwall and the British 
surfing capital, to work as an intern for a surf magazine. 
He also started writing a lot of music, and developed his 
distinctive style of playing the acoustic guitar on his lap 
using his knuckles as percussive beat between strums. 

He also adopted that soft style of singing heard in modern 
surf music by singers such as Jack Johnson, but made it 
uniquely English-sounding. 


The passionate British surfing community fell in love 
with Howard’s music. He was so popular amongst surfers 
that he started selling out shows throughout the UK and 
Europe, and snagged sponsorships from surfing brands. 
That allowed him to drop out of school and pursue music 
as a full time passion. 


By the time Ben was recording his debut album in 2011, 
major label Island Records came calling, and Every 
Kingdom was a finalist for the 2012 Mercury Music Prize. 
“(Every Kingdom) is an impressively timeless debut,” 
wrote the All Music Guide, “that suggests Howard should 
have no problem standing out from the overpopulated 
nu-folk crowd.” WA

BLIND BOYS OF ALABAMA 
United States 


In 2013, the Blind Boys of Alabama released their 65" 
album, I'l! Find a Way, a collaborative effort with Bon 
Iver’s Justin Vernon. An incredible feat by any standards, 
it only scratches the surface of the storied career of this 
legendary gospel group. 


Seventy years ago — in 1944 — the founding members 
were only nine-years-old when they met in glee club at 
the Alabama Institute for the Blind and formed The Happy 
Land Jubilee Singers. The group hit the gospel touring 
circuit and became the Blind Boys of Alabama three 
years later. As the popularity of black gospel music grew 
throughout the 1950s and ‘60s, so. did the popularity of 
the group. Over the next four decades, they recorded a 
massive catalogue of work, toured the globe with Peter 
Gabriel, performed at benefit concerts for Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. and played at the White House for three 
sitting presidents. 


Their music has been featured in Hollywood films such 

as The Fighting Temptations, and in televisions shows — 
they recorded the theme song for the first season of HBO's 
The Wire. 


The group is also highly decorated winning a total of 

six Grammy awards,, four Gospel Music Awards, the 
Helen Keller Award for Personal Achievement, four Dove 
Awards, plus an induction into the Gospel Music Hall of 
Fame. The make-up of the group is currently comprised 
of eight members: Jimmy Carter (vocals), Eric “Ricky” 
McKinnie (vocals), Ben Moore (vocals), Paul Beasley 
(vocals), Joey Williams (guitar/vocals), Austin Moore 
(drums), Ben Odom (bass) and Peter Levin (keys). As 
for the future of this storied group, Jimmy Carter puts 

it simply: “The secret to our longevity is, we love what 
we do. And when you love what you do, that keeps you 
motivated. That keeps you alive.” EMR

guitars could not have been produced elsewhere. 


As the London Free Press says: “Blue Rodeo may well be 

| the definitive Canadian band—a little bit country, a little 
bit rock and roll and,..., a whole lot of hard work. Liking 

| this band is in our nature as Canadians.” Songs like “Lost 
Together,” “Five Days in May” and “Till Am Myself Again” 

| are all classics. 


It's been a long road for two high-school buddies from 

Toronto—from struggling band in New York City in 

the early ‘80s to such present day heights. After a few 

~ name changes and a move back to Toronto, Blue Rodeo 
catapulted to fame in 1987 after changing direction 
with a little song called, “Try.” Slowing it down from an 
up-tempo R&B song to its now famous slow and stripped- 
down haunting melody, the band resonated with millions 
of Canadians. 


Blue Rodeo is well known for the unmistakable angelic 
voice of Jim Cuddy, gritty bass of Greg Keelor, and the 
rest of the kick-up-your heels outfit including Bob Egan, 
Mike Boguski, Bazil Donovan and Colin Cripps. 


This will be their seventh visit to Folkfest. From their 
debut performance in 1994 backing-up their magical 
album, Five Days in July, to this year’s festival, Blue Rodeo 
has been simultaneously rocking and mesmerizing 
Edmonton audiences. 


In 2009, the band received a star on Canada’s Walk of 
Fame, followed by an induction into the Canadian Music 
Hall of Fame in 2012. After selling more than four million 
albums and winning an unprecedented 11 Juno Awards, 
it's no wonder. And they haven't stopped yet, having 
released their 13" album, /n Our Nature, last year. EMR

CODY CHESNUTT 
United States 


“Keeping it one hundred” is street slang for telling the 
whole truth. And telling the whole truth is what neo-soul 
legend Cody ChesnuTT is all about. 


Born in Atlanta, Cody played piano and drums from a 
young age and started playing with bands as a teenager. 
Eventually, he found himself solo — alone in his 
bedroom studio, recording his first album, Headphone 
Masterpiece, on a four-track recorder. The 36-track album 
is considered by many to be the “pinnacle of that whole 
1990s and 2000s neo-soul movement” along with the big 
albums by Erykah Badu and Lauryn Hill. 


Yet despite its influence and critical respect, the closest 
Cody came to commercial success came several years later 
when hip hop band The Roots covered one of the songs, 
“The Seed.” Cody sang vocals on the reworked track. The 
video was a hit, even if Cody’s own work never achieved 
the same level of fame. 


He was a bad boy, boozing and playing with ladies’ 
hearts. Eventually, he transformed and chronicled this 
transformation, in the words of music blogger Soul Jones, 
“bedroom slop-god turned devout family man” on his 
2012 disc, Landing on a Hundred. Now, with his trademark 
army surplus helmet, symbolising, in Cody’s words, “the 
fight to keep the soul alive,” he sings about not just his 
metamorphosis but of those around him. 


And about this power of music, both to represent 
transformation and embody it, he says: “I think it’s 
parallel with the diet of food for the body; you can only 
take so much junk for so long, so much sugar. Something 
in our soul demands something we can feel, something 
that speaks to us on a deeper level.” JS

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DAKHABRAKHA 


Ukraine 


The music of DakhaBrakha has been described as 
“psycho-folk,” as “acoustic trip-hop,” as “subversive 
Ukrainian punk-folk,” and as “psychedelic folk.” The 

New York Music Daily blog referred to them as a “punk- 
folk-circus-rock band.” However adventurous these 
labels, they've got nothing on the term the quartet itself 
uses — they call what they do “ethno-chaos.” That's 
what happens when you add sonic elements of disparate 
ethnic traditions to Ukrainian folk melodies, and stir in 

a minimalist approach and a theatrical sensibility. The 
resulting concoction is not chaotic at all, however. Not 
only is it cohesive and comprehensible, but it’s downright 
mesmerizing. 


DakhaBrakha was curated by Vladislav Troitskyi, director 
of avant-garde theatre company DAKH. The band's trio of 
female members — Iryna Kovalenko, Olena Tsibulska, 
and Nina Garenetska — had been singing together 
since they were teenagers and spent their years as music 
students at the Kyiv National University of Culture and 
Arts collecting folk songs in rural villages. Troitskyi 
encouraged them to use the songs they collected as the 
basis for their own compositions, to “sing from the soul,” 
rather than simply recreating folklore. Joining forces 
with fourth member Marko Halanevych in 2004, they 
began the exploratory creative process that allows the 
band to fuse the contemporary and the traditional in live 
performances that are as visually arresting as they are 
sonically inviting. 


DakhaBrakha’s reputation has grown exponentially in the 
last few years. At home in Ukraine, they were honoured 
with the 2010S. Kuriokhin Grand Prix for contemporary 
art; abroad, they have played more than 300 concerts in 
more than 30 countries, and have worked with musicians 
from Ireland, Russia, Germany, and Iran, including 
contributing music to the latest film by Iranian director 
Mohsen Makmalbaf. DW

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DAN MANGAN + BLACKSMITH 
British Columbia 


Vancouver-based Dan Mangan was a solo musician, 

quite happy with the “singer/songwriter” monicker. But | 
after a breakthrough album in 2010, he realized that he 
Wasnomanalone. 


Like other musicians worth their salt, Dan’s success came 
after years of hard work. When he was growing up in | 
Ontario and British Columbia, musical instruments were 
always around, and he started a band as a teenager. In 
2003, he self-released an EP called All at Once. In 2005, 

he cobbled together something of a backup band of | 
local musicians willing to work for cheap or free and 
recorded Postcards & Daydreaming. The album was first 
released independently, although eventually it was picked 
up by a Vancouver indie label and a version was released | 
in Australia. In March 2009, he released Nice, Nice, Very 

Nice, which garnered much acclaim and was shortlisted 

for the Polaris Prize. | 


In 2010, Dan began collaborating more seriously with | 
other musicians, drawing from Vancouver's experimental 
music scene, including drummer Kenton Loewen, | 
bassist John Walsh, and guitarist Gord Grdina. That 
resulted in 2011's Oh Fortune, which netted Dan a couple 

of Junos and more CBC Bucky awards than ever before | 
awarded to a single artist. | 


Recently, Dan stopped being a solo performer. He wanted 
to give his musicians, who had helped him out with 

several of his albums and had significant creative input, | 
headline credit on his new album. 


As Dan writes on his website, the band needed a name but 
it couldn't come from him. “I got a text from our drummer 
Kenton ... suggesting Blacksmith. | dig it. Modern life | 
seems to have less and less craftsmanship that involves 

the kind of patience and focus | imagine a blacksmith to | 
have.” JS

DANIEL LANOIS 


Quebec 


It would be difficult to overstate the impact Daniel 
Lanois has had on North American music over his 
unparalleled career as one of the most celebrated and 
unique producers, composers and artists in the industry. 
Born in Hull, Quebec, into a French-Canadian family 
steeped in musical talent, Daniel and his brother Bob 
began producing music out of his family’s laundry room 
in their Hamilton-suburb home. 


From those humble beginnings, Daniel went on to meet 
his mentor and longtime collaborator Brian Eno, with 
whom he began to develop his unique, experimental 
ambient sound. He went on to produce some of the most 
celebrated albums of the 1980s and 1990s, including 
U2's The Joshua Tree (for which he won the first of three 
Grammy Awards), Bob Dylan's Time Out of Mind, Peter 
Gabriel’s So and Emmylou Harris’ Wrecking Ball. While 
most renowned as a producer, Daniel's talents as a 
songwriter and musician — he plays guitar, pedal steel, 
and drums and is a strong vocalist — are every bit as 
impressive. From 1989’s New Orleans-recorded, bilingual 
masterpiece of a debut album, Acadie, Daniel has never 
ceased to explore and innovate. 


His 2005 instrumental album Belladonna was nominated 
for a Grammy, and he made 2007’s Here Is What Is into 
both an album anda documentary film, following that 
up the following year with the three-part Omni Series. In 
2010 Daniel led a band for the first time since starting his 
career with the reggae-tinged Black Dub. Earlier this year 
he released the one-off single “Papineau” and will 

be releasing his first solo album since 2007 this fall. SH

DAVE GUNNING 


Nova Scotia 


You don’t get a bigger honour in Canada. Dave Gunning 
already had a great musical career going, including a 
plethora of awards and a Juno nomination. But early this 
year his song “A Game Goin’ On,” won the Hockey Night in 
Canada Song Quest, a competition to find Canada’s next 
great hockey song. The song was featured on Hockey Night 
in Canada. 


Hockey is but a small part of Dave's repertoire. 
Incorporating Celtic and Maritimes styles, Dave is simply a 
wonderful story teller. 


Born and raised in Nova Scotia’s Pictou County, Dave broke 
onto the East Coast Music scene with his debut Lost Track 
in 1997, and was soon drawing the attention of fans and 
critics alike. Earlier albums such as Two-Bit World (2004) 
and House for Sale (2007) were honoured for best Folk 
Recordings at the East Coast Music Association Awards 
(ECMA), while We're All Leaving (2009) was recognized 
with a number of award nominations. 


A more recent project was the highly-acclaimed, Juno- 
nominated LP a tribute to John Allan Cameron (2010), an 
inspiring, heartfelt and uplifting dedication to Canada’s 
pioneer of Celtic music. Featuring 17 traditional and 
original songs, Dave's interpretation is a sincere and 
deeply moving tribute to his hero and mentor, and the 
artist to whom he attributes his “musical birth.” 


Dave's 10th album and most recent offering No More 
Pennies (2012), said to be his finest collection of material 
to date, celebrates the journey and pays tribute to 

the trials and tribulations, the highs and lows and the 
goodness at the heart of people. The lead signature track, 
“These Hands”, a ‘call to action’ style song to inspire us to 
make good in this world, was awarded Song of the Year at 
the Eastern Canada Music Awards. RK

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DELLA MAE 
United States 


Della Mae describes their sound as “sweet and feisty” 
bluegrass, with a repertoire of both traditional melodies 
and original compositions. You wouldn't guess from the 
award-winning instrumental abilities and powerful vocal 
harmonies of these five young women — not to mention 
their upbeat live performances — that the band’s origins 
were less than sincere. 


It’s not every day does an all-girl protest band becomes 
a serious, bluegrass tour-de-force. Originally called Big 
Spike Hammer, and dreamed up by fiddle player Kimber 
Ludiker, Della Mae began as a tongue-in-cheek jab at 
gender imbalance in traditional bluegrass. “The idea was 
to dress in power suits and play ‘Mangrass,’” Kimber 
recalls on the band’s website. 


Pretty quickly, however, the band’s musical potential 
exceeded its status as a mere political stunt. They took a 
line from “Big Spike Hammer,” the song that inspired their 
first name — “Hey, hey Della Mae, why do you treat me 
this way” — and opted for the more feminine-sounding 
name. At the same time, Kimber began to seek out 
talented female musicians from across the United States, 
finishing with a lineup that represents Washington, 
Wyoming, Colorado, Vermont, and South Carolina 

and draws from an equally diverse range of musical 
influences. 


Three years later, Della Mae is a bona fide bluegrass 

band, with a successful release on Rounder Records and 

a worldwide tour under their belts. The current lineup 
consists of Kimber, Celia Woodsmith (vocals and rhythm 
guitar), Jenni Lyn Gardner (mandolin and vocals), 
Courtney Hartman (lead guitar and vocals) and Shelby 
Means (bass). And while they don’t boast anymore about 
being one of the few all-female bluegrass bands, it’s pretty 
awesome that they are, even without the power suits. JS

ANDY IRVINE 


Donal Lunny and Andy Irvine first played together 

in 1969, at an “Irish-Soviet friendship get together” in 
Dublin. They began gigging together, and in 1970 Andy 
gave Dénal a round-backed Greek bouzouki that he had 
picked up in eastern Europe. Very soon after, the duo 
formed the band Planxty with singer Christy Moore and 
uillean piper Liam O'Flynn, and the “sweet combinations 
of sound” they discovered, especially in the interplay of 
Andy's mandolin and Dénal’s bouzouki, were to define the 
future of Irish music for the next several decades. 


A child actor with a Woody Guthrie obsession, Andy Irvine 
became a mainstay in the folk scenes of 1960s London and 
then Dublin, befriending the likes of Ramblin’ Jack Elliott 
and forming The Sweeney’s Men with Johnny Moynihan 
and Joe Dolan. This background, combined with his 
extensive travels through Europe, have informed his 
unique contribution to the plethora of projects in which 
he has since been involved, including collaborations with 
Paul Brady, Mick Hanly, and Dick Gaughan, and post- 
Planxty groups Patrick Street and Mosaic. 


Dénal is equally prolific. Hailing from County Kildare, 
where he started his first group with Christy Moore, he 
was a founding member of the Bothy Band (with whom 
he innovated the contemporary Irish bouzouki style) and 
Moving Hearts. He has also spent decades building up an 
impressive list of production credits, for (amongst many 
others) Matt Molloy, Elvis Costello, Sharon Shannon, The 
Indigo Girls, and Altan. 


Both men continue to have multiple projects on the go, 
including “global string band” Mozaik, and new Irish trad 
supergroup LAPD. Their energy, it seems, is unwavering; 
add that to their wealth of individual and collective 
experience, and you get two undisputed giants — of Irish 
music and beyond. DW

ELEPHANT REVIVAL 
United States 


Be prepared to be mesmerized. Elephant Revival’s 
stew of dreamy lyrics, prowess on numerous acoustic 
instruments and the ethereal vibrato of vocalist Bonnie 
Paine, all powered rhythmically by Bonnie’s washboard 
playing, creates an atmosphere that few bands are able 
to attain. Although there are elements of many genres in 
the band’s music, including Americana, bluegrass, Celtic, 
jazz, and pop, it is impossible to slap a label on this young 
five-piece outfit. 


Elephant Revival started in 2006 in the mountain town 

of Nederland, Colorado, going through several personnel 
changes before putting out its first eponymous disc in 
2010 with the current lineup. Elephant Revival is a true 
collective — every member contributes songs, sings 

and they often swap instruments. And there is a strong 
collective consciousness in commitment to environmental 
and humanitarian causes. The name comes from a true 
story about two zoo elephants who were released and 
reunited after 16 years, and then died on the same day. 


After releasing its third full-length album, These Changing 
Skies, in 2013, Elephant Revival has attracted more critical 
acclaim, including being named as a band to watch by 
National Public Radio and invitations to play prestigious 
festivals such as Wintergrass and Celtic Connections. 
They can go from a bouncy pop song about motherhood 
to a rousing reel and then an a cappella tune backed up 
by various percussive instruments in the blink of an eye. 
As a reviewer from the Manchester Guardian wrote after 
hearing Bonnie playing the musical saw, “it sums up all 
that’s best about this band’s sound: ethereal, mysterious, 
and just a little bit unnerving.” 


Other members include Sage Cook (banjo, guitar, 
mandolin, tenor banjo, bass and fiddle); Bridget Law 
(fiddle, octave fiddle); Daniel Rodriguez (guitar, banjo, 
bass) and Dango Rose (double-bass, mandolin, banjo). MS

FOY VANCE 


Northern Ireland 


Few performers have the power to channel passion into 
their music as Foy Vance. He writes of love, how it can 
mould the soul or rip it to pieces, and sings with enough 
conviction to leave you breathless. 


That conviction comes naturally as he’s literally the son 
of a preacher man. Born in Northern Ireland, his father 
was an itinerant preacher who relocated his young family 
to the United States, travelling throughout the South. 
During his youth, Foy absorbed the local music, learned to 
play 12-bar blues and after returning to Ireland, he began 
writing his own music influenced by both the American 
and Irish traditions. 
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One night, after a gig, he went home and stayed up all 
night crying for some reason. He eventually found out 
that his father had died suddenly of a heart attack, and 
from that point the songs starting pouring out. Foy 
believes that there’s a mystery behind the writing of great 
songs. He says he could tell you how to write a song, but 
not a great song. 





Foy has gained a lot of respect from the public, the 
industry and his musical peers. His music has been used 

in television shows such as Grey’s Anatomy and in the 
Oscar-winning short film, The Shore; he has toured with 
artists such as Bonnie Raitt (who sings backup on one of 
his songs) and he has had a great influence on the million- 
selling young English singer Ed Sheeran. 


His latest disc, Joy of Nothing, won best album for the 
Northern Ireland Music Prize. As Acoustic Magazine 

says: “He wears the scars of a well-traveled, seasoned 
musician, and Joy Of Nothing is the perfect representation 
of this. It’s a clear nod to the poetic qualities of Ireland, 
and to the country vibes of the United States.” MP

“| picture myself listening to my music alone, in my truck,” 
says Gregory Alan Isakov. It’s a fitting image for an 
artist who has spent most of his life on the move. 


Born in Johannesburg, South Africa, Gregory’s family 
moved to Philadelphia when he was young, and shifted 
from place to place almost every year. Now calling 
Boulder, Colorado home, Gregory started on the road 
as a touring musician at the age of 16, and has spent 
most of his career as a solo artist. This shifting life on the 
road is reflected in his music as well, his sound a dusty 
and well-worn folk, his lyrics filled with introspective 
and beautifully evocative tales of sometimes literal, 
sometimes metaphysical travels, of landscapes and 
searching and longing for a place to call home. 


An avid gardener who studied horticulture at the 
University of Colorado Boulder and lived on a farm for 
seven years, he found early morning and late evening 
escapes in his music. Gregory's honest and personal 
approach to music has rewarded him with a growing fan 
base and increasing attention as an artist. He has toured 
with Brandi Carlile, played with the Colorado Symphony 
Orchestra, and, somewhat ironically for a vegetarian 
organic farming major, had his 2009 song “Big Black Car” 
used in a commercial for McDonald's (he donated the 
proceeds to about a dozen food security organizations). 


His 2013 album, The Weatherman, has been met with 
widespread praise, with /ndie-Music saying, “At times, it 
feels too perfect... he has found the musical sweet spot 
with this record, surpassing his previous work and moving 
forward with a new standard of beauty in its rawness and 
simplicity.” SH

HOLLY WILLIAMS 
United States 


When it comes to country music royalty, you can’t do 
much better than singer-songwriter Holly Williams, 
whose impressive family tree includes her grandfather 
country legend Hank Sr., her father Hank Jr., and half- 
brother Hank Ill. 


While proud of her legacy, Holly has never been one to 

let pedigree define her. Rather, she has always forged her 
own path, on her own terms and based on her own sound, 
while still exploring many of the emotional themes raised 
by her legendary grandfather, including loneliness and 
betrayal. 


After showing little interest in a music career growing up, 
Holly finally picked up a guitar at the age of 17, learned 
a few chords and discovered she had a gift for crafting 
lyrics. She was soon booking local gigs for herself and for 
the next few years performed solo and with a small band. 


After a stint in LA where she honed her songwriting skills 
and mastered the piano as a second instrument, she 
recorded and released her own EP in 2003 before signing 
with Universal South — the label that released her full- 
length debut, Ones We Never Knew (2004). She returned in 
2009 with the album Here with Me and its hit single, “Keep 
the Change,” both released by her new label, Mercury. 


Taking a few years off to pursue other interests, Holly's 
most recent offering, The Highway, was self-financed and 
self-released. In the highly personal album she confronts 
the universal themes of love, loss, conflict, family and 
desire. The 11-song set features appearances by friends 
Jackson Browne, Jakob Dylan and Gwyneth Paltrow. 


When not making music, Holly stays busy with her 
successful Nashville women’s boutique, lifestyle blog and 
preparing for her next big production — the birth of her 
first child this fall. RK

HUDSON TAYLOR 


Ireland 


They may be barely in their twenties, but Alfie and Harry 
Hudson-Taylor already have a wealth of experience in 
getting audiences to notice them. 


These Irish brothers grew up busking on the streets of 
Dublin, playing covers of songs ranging from The Beach 
Boys to Eminem, from the Beatles to Katy Perry. As Harry 
tells DigitalSpy website, “You really learn how to work the 
crowd — those people on the streets of loads of different 
nationalities and loads of different age groups.” 


From a family of artists — their father is a musician 
and their mother a dancer — these young men were 


_ introduced to the arts at a very young age. They uploaded 


homespun videos of their musical covers onto YouTube, 
where they began to be noticed. Known at the time 

as Harry & Alfie, they eventually changed the name 

to Hudson Taylor, feeling that a more “serious” and 
“orofessional” name was appropriate. 


With a wide range of musical influences, and a sound 
reminiscent of ‘60s folk, the brothers sing modern 
pop-folk with songs full of beautiful acoustic guitar duos, 
tight, brotherly vocal harmonies, catchy rhythms and 

lots of ear worms. They spent a portion of 2013 as the 
opening act for Jake Bugg’s UK tour, and had the immense 
fortune to be the last-minute replacement as openers for 
The Rolling Stones’ 2013 British Summer Time concert in 
Hyde Park. 


Their debut EP, Battles, was released in August 2012 and 
reached No.1 on iTunes Ireland, and their follow-up, 
Cinematic Lifestyle, came out soon after in November 2012, 
followed by, “Osea,” in October 2013. Their first full-length 
album, yet to be titled, is due this September on Polydor 
Records out of the UK. EMR

IMELDA MAY 


Ireland 


Imelda May is back! Opening the festival 2 years ago 
as a virtual unknown in these parts, the Irish rockabilly 
singer took no time in getting thousands of people on 
their feet. If you missed her then, now is your chance. 
She is unmistakable, both in her music, which is roughly 
Bill Haley meets Joan Jett with a touch of Billie Holiday 
thrown in, and her personal style with a signature black 
pony tail and blonde curl rising above her forehead. 


Her rockin’ band includes her husband, guitarist Darrel 
Higham. Their daughter Violet was born in August 2012, 
and after a sabbatical it’s been full steam ahead. With 
anew disc, Tribal, released this spring, a lot of touring 
and hosting a national music show on Irish television, 
motherhood has hardly slowed her down. 


Imelda began singing in clubs in her native Dublin at 

the age of 16, and was occasionally barred from her 

own shows for being underage. She has since achieved 
international fame, not only for her fiery performances, 
but also for her songwriting. She has shared the stage 
with many greats, including Eric Clapton, Wanda Jackson, 
Chuck Berry and Van Morrison. 


She recently advised young artists: “It's about the fun of 
getting there — sitting in the tour van, breaking down, 
you know, having a laugh with the band, making mistakes 
with nobody watching. I’ve gigged for 24 years and | 
always will.” 


In March, the Queen of Rockabilly met the Queen of 
England. As she posted on Facebook: “Had an amazing 
night at Buckingham Palace with the Queen, Prince Philip 
and some great Irish people last night, times they are a 
changin’, hallelujah!” MP

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JAKE SHIMABUKURO 
United States 


“You can’t do that on the ukulele.” That’s how millions 

of people reacted to a viral YouTube video of Hawaiian 
Jake Shimabukuro performing his stunningly acrobatic 
version of the Beatles’ “While My Guitar Gently Weeps” on 
the little four-stringed instrument. 


That was in 2005, when Jake was an unknown musician 
and ukes were looked down upon by most serious 
musicians. In the meantime, Jake’s prowess has become 
the stuff of legend, and partly thanks to his amazing right 
hand, the popularity of ukuleles has exploded. 


His first album, Peace, Love and Ukuleles, debuted at No. 1 
on the Billboard charts. He earned comparisons to Miles 
Davis and Jimi Hendrix, and even played for the Queen. 
Whether he’s playing “Bohemian Rhapsody” or one of his 
own flamenco or jazz tunes, Jake's ability to forge new 
frontiers on the instrument is awe-inspiring. Eddie Vedder 
commented: “Jake is taking the instrument to a place that 
| can’t see anybody catching up with.” 


Like many people in Hawaii, Jake started off playing 

the traditional music of the islands, but by the time 

he was in high school was pulling off rock guitar and 
jazz riffs, much to the surprise of his friends. As he told 
Fretboard Journal, a lightbulb went off in his head and he 
realized the ukulele really had no borders. He continued 
experimenting with jazz, classical, rock music, and 
dreaming up arrangements. But as passionate as he was 
about it, he thought it would be a hobby, not a career. 


“| feel very fortunate that | get to travel, perform and 
just play my ukulele everywhere... | never imagined that 
I'd be able to just do it all the time. This is really a dream 
come true.” MS

James Keelaghan is one of Canada’s great story tellers. 
Whether he writes about the internment of Japanese- 
Canadians during the Second World War, the FLQ Crisis of 
1970 or the huge 1949 Mann Gulch forest fire in Montana, 
James has an unparalleled knack for putting stories into 
song. 


He credits his late father’s skill as a storyteller for much 
of his success, but he also has a deep love of history, and 
studied history at the University of Calgary in the city 
where he grew up. With a rich baritone voice influenced 
by the legendary Irish singer Tommy Makem, James has 
established a large following in Europe, Australia and the 
United States, as well as having almost iconic status in 
Canada. 


David Francey recently stated: “James Keelaghan is a 
voice in contemporary Canadian songwriting that has 
helped us define who we are as a people. He writes with 
great humanity and honesty, with an eye to the past and 
a vision of the future. He has chronicled his times with 
powerful and abiding songs, with heart and eyes wide 
open.” 


He is also known for his collaboration with guitarist Oscar 
Lopez, with whom he created a unique Latin-Celtic fusion 
they called Celtino. James has had two Juno nominations, 
including a 1993 win in the roots and traditional album 
category. He has recently released a retrospective album 
of his work entitled History-The First 25 Years. 


His career has not been without challenge. He has 
developed a condition that leaves his left hand without 
feeling, but manages to continue playing, mainly through 
muscle memory. He has also taken on new challenges, 
including a position as artistic director of the Summerfolk 
festival in Owen Sound, Ont. MP

JAMES VINCENT MCMORROW 


lreland 


From Dublin, James Vincent McMorrow brings his 
magical, breathy falsetto to Folkfest. Described by Rolling 
Stone as “a strange, brooding new version of classic R&B,” 
James is hardly cold calling our town — he played to 
much acclaim at the 2012 festival and sold out a concert 
in January. 


James’ rise to international fame came after his debut 
album, Early in the Morning, released in 2010, just struck 
a chord with listeners. Recorded in an isolated cabin on 
the Irish coast, the album highlights his incredible vocals 
and his ability to create complex emotional landscapes. 
The success of the album throughout Europe — going 
platinum in various markets — led to James wining the 
2012 European Border Breakers award. 


Ona pecan farm near the Mexican border, James 
decompressed from the crazy whirlwind resulting 

from Early in the Morning's success and the subsequent 
worldwide tour. With hundreds of song files and a wad 
of pages of rough lyrics, he took three weeks to condense 
and streamline the jumble of ideas and inspiration into his 
new album, Post Tropical. About the album, with its 
languid melodies and plush crescendoes, James says: “It’s 
warm and familiar, but there’s something there that’s 
maybe not quite what you think it is. | just wanted to 
make the most beautiful thing that | could imagine. And 
that was it.” 


Spin magazine raves about his live performances. “The 
real magic is in his voice, or rather voices. Possessed of 

a sky-scraping falsetto that draws audible gasps from 
crowds at his shows, he often begins these songs quietly 
around gentle keyboard chords that build and grow as 

he piles on the harmonies, turning virtually whispered 
melodies into giant crescendos with lush, wordless 
backdrops sung by armies of overdubbed McMorrows.” JS

JEZ LOWE 
England 


Where Jez Lowe comes from, singers and songwriters 
with a traditional bent are not the at-odds entities they 
sometimes are in contemporary folk scenes. In northeast 
England, writing and singing songs about your life and 
your work is a living tradition. While Jez doesn’t work 
down the mines the way many of his predecessors (like 
the original “Pitman Poet” Tommy Armstrong) did, his 
songwriting continues to be informed and inspired by his 
childhood in Easington Colliery, County Durham, and by 
the lifeblood of it and countless others that were closed 
after the strike of 1984-1985. 


It was, in fact, the heightened political climate of those 
early Thatcher years that got Jez writing in the first place. 
He had started off his professional musical life playing 
and singing traditional music, frequenting sessions 

and performing in a ceilidh band. As he put it, Thatcher 
gave him “something to kick against,” and he has since 
developed an extraordinary gift for capturing the range 
of social repercussions of industrial decline, from the 
humorous “The Ex-Pitmans’ Pot-Holing Pub Quiz Team” 
to the gut-wrenching “The Judas Bus.” 


A consistently prolific songwriter, over the last few 
years Jez has contributed dozens of songs to BBC Radio 
2's revived Radio Ballads, giving him a chance apply 

his considerable song craft to themes as diverse as the 
“troubles” in Northern Ireland to The Olympics. In 2008, 
he was nominated for Best Folk Singer at the Radio 2 
Folk Awards, an honour that acknowledges that his 
unmistakeable Geordie lilt is at least as infectious as the 
songs. Just try not to sing along with the choruses. DW

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JOE ELY 
United States 


Texas is known for producing presidents, oil, longhorn 
cattle and permissive gun laws, but its greatest 
contribution has to be its amazing crop of singer/ 
songwriters. From Buddy Holly to Steve Earle, Willie 
Nelson to Lyle Lovett, the contribution of that state to 
American music is incalculable. 


Joe Ely is in the thick of this artistic community, and is 
the embodiment of the magical brew of rock, country and 
folk that is Texas music. 


Born in Buddy Holly's hometown of Lubbock, Joe got 
his career rolling in 1970 with fellow local songwriters 
Jimmie Dale Gilmore and Butch Hancock. That group, 
called the Flatlanders, has been an on-again, off-again 
project ever since, as each member has gone on toa 
successful solo career. 


Joe has always leaned a little to the rock side. Following 
the release of his first album in 1977, Joe toured England, 
where he crossed paths with the legendary punk band, 
the Clash. They ended up touring together; Joe sang 
backup vocals on the Clash song “Should | Stay or Should 
| Go” and was set to collaborate with Joe Strummer until 
Strummer’s untimely death. 


Over the years Joe has toured with the Rolling Stones, 
Merle Haggard, Carl Perkins and others. His music has 
appeared in movies, including Robert Redford’s The Horse 
Whisperer. He has released over 20 albums, including 
several live recordings. 


For Joe Ely, “the road goes on forever and the party never 
ends.” He has kept journals of his tours, which included 
hotel fires and sinking ferries, and has turned them 

into a book, Bonfire of Roadmaps. As he tells American 
Songwriter, “I've made records and had big ol’ tours and 
things, but | have never thought of it as being a business. 
It’s more like an adventure than a business.” MS

JOHN MANN 


British Columbia 


Spirit of the West frontman and actor John Mann was 
performing in Les Misérables in Vancouver in the spring of 
2009 when he felt intense stomach pain. After undergoing 
testing, doctors discovered John had colorectal cancer. 
The inevitable result was that, for the next two years, 
John was a patient in the cancer ward. 


Like many who have made a lifetime of the arts, John 
coped with his uncertain situation through creative 
expression. The songs that he wrote portray in exceptional 
detail the banalities of being deathly ill, but with humour 
and compassion. “Take my blood and an ECG, chest X-ray 
anda cup of pee, as | join the ranks of the living dead, I’m 
a tickin’ time bomb in this hospital bed,” he sings on “The 
Angry Sore.” 


In other words, his brush with death had no effect on the 
rhythmic aplomb and lyrical genius we've come to expect 
from John. 


The songs have been described as “10 chart busting cancer 
anthems” and it’s true — who would have thought that 
singing about “Dixie cups of pills” could be so listenable? 
John’s gift as a lyricist and a performer is his ability to 
wind his songs back to the human condition and universal 
themes that anyone who has been ill — whether from 
the flu or from cancer — can appreciate. 


For fans of Spirit of the West, a renowned band across 
Canada and internationally, the good news is that John 
keeps much of the driving Celtic flavour in his solo work. 
But the best news is that his cancer is in remission and 

his vocal cords, which he feared he had injured during his 
treatment, are fine. All of this, as is evident through these 
cancer anthems, is reason to celebrate. JS

JORDIE LANE 


Australia 


One of Australia’s most acclaimed troubadours, 
Melbourne-based singer-songwriter Jordie Lane 
breathes a nostalgic element to the country folk genre 
with his unique finger-style guitar, harmonica, and 
commanding voice that spins beautiful tales of life on 
the road. 


Inspired by artists like Bob Dylan, Gram Parsons and 
Townes Van Zandt, Jordie wrote hundreds of songs in 

his early twenties, releasing EPs to sell at his gigs. By 
late 2008, his performances were creating ripples locally 
and made waves nationally with the release of his debut 
Sleeping Patterns (2009) — a captivating collection of 
stories sung in Jordie’s arresting style and drawing upon 
folk, western and other acoustic traditions. 


Jordie’s second full-length offering Blood Thinner 

(2011), inspired by a trip to Joshua Tree, California, is a 
completely stripped down recording that showcases 
Jordie’s storytelling prowess and touches on such heavy 
themes as anxiety, betrayal, guilt and sinning. Relocating 
to California for a couple of months last year to write, once 
again worked its creative magic by providing the impetus 
for the EP Not Built to Last (2013). 


The artist's new release Jordie Lane — Live At The Wheat 
(2014) was recorded during a concert at Adelaide’s Wheat 
Sheaf Hotel. “The album captures the beauty of Lane’s 
ramshackle spontaneous banter, audience interaction, 
and storytelling, including an ‘on the spot’ song for a 
heckling audience member named Lucky,” praises one 
critic. 


Although he still sings with an Australian accent, Jordie 
shows an affinity for his Canadian musical colleagues. 
He has played and toured with Belle Starr and Old Man 
Ludecke, and even toured Canada in the depths of the 
winter. RK

KIDUM AND THE BODA BODA BAND 


Burundi/Kenya 


Kidum means a 20-litre barrel in the language of 
Burundi, and it is a nickname that has stuck to Jean 
Pierre Nimbona since he was born. He was a very big 
baby, and visitors said to his parents: “That’s a kidum baby 
you've got there.” 


Kidum has grown up to be big, in terms of being a big 
star in Africa. Based in Kenya for nearly 20 years, he is a 
household name especially in East Africa, and has won 
many awards, including in 2012 the coveted Kora Award, 
the African version of the Grammy. Singing in his native 
tongues of Kirundi and Kiswahili, and backed by the 
hypnotic beats of the Boda Boda Band which features 
a wash of organ and female backup singers, Kidum is 
quickly gaining an international reputation. 


It hasn’t been an easy road. He was born in Burundi to a 
Hutu mother and a Tutsi father. He began playing drums 
at the age of 10 and learned guitar at 16. He first joined a 
band in his neighbourhood, but then civil war broke out. It 
was not on the genocidal scale of neighbouring Rwanda, 
but vicious enough that he fled to Kenya. Avoiding the 
refugee camps in favour of Nairobi, he was arrested and 
released several times. 


His music focused on the hope of peace and reconciliation. 
His first recording was made in 1996 in a studio a friend 
had set up in a container. His songs were widely accepted 
throughout the region and when peace was finally 
achieved he was invited back to his home country by 

the president of Burundi. Kidum was named honorary 
‘prefect’ of musical and creative arts in Bujumbura after 
countrywide appearances in 2007. MP

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LEEROY STAGGER 
Alberta 


While Leeroy Stagger’s youth was spent in rural, British 
Columbia, where he was raised by his mechanic father and 
grandparents, he launched his career in his birthplace of 
Victoria. He didn’t so much return home as blow through 
it, his ferocious, howling voice powering a series of punk 
bands that took the local indie scene by storm. 


A cross-Canada tour at the age of 20 with fellow Victoria 
natives Hot Hot Heat introduced him to the spotlight 

and to life on the road, and fellow Victorian Carolyn 

Mark introduced him to the guitar one night at a local 
hootenanny. Harkening back to the country music his 
grandparents introduced him to in his childhood, Leeroy 
reinvented himself as a singer-songwriter, bringing 
together a unique blend of rock, country and punk, driven 
by his powerful voice and undeniable songwriting talents. 
It's a hard-driving sound, reminiscent of Steve Earle with 
the spirit of Jr. Gone Wild thrown into the mix. 


A committed touring musician (says Leeroy,” I’ve learned 
that to be a success, you have to tour your ass off”), his 
2004 debut, Dear Love, was followed by a relentless 
touring schedule that secured him a loyal and loud 
following across Canada, and eventually around the 
globe. Leeroy’s abundant talent has seen him share the 
stage with the likes of The Pixies, Modest Mouse, Steve 
Earle, and Joel Plaskett. As the website Al/Music says, 
“Stagger is uncompromisingly honest and all the more 
powerful for it.” 


His songwriting has attracted producers from Danny 
Michel to Steve Berlin of Los Lobos fame, who produced 
Leeroy’s eighth and latest album, last year’s Truth Be Sold, 
which followed up 2012's Western Canadian Music Award- 
nominated Radiant Land. Now a father, Leeroy currently 
calls Lethbridge home. SH

LOS LOBOS 
United States 


It took Los Lobos four months to record their first album. 
And it had nothing to do with being overly-particular. 

At the time, everyone in the group had regular jobs and 
studio time could only be booked, usually at the last 
minute, when everyone had the night off. 


That first album from 1977, Del Este De Los Angeles (Just 
Another Band from East LA), was miles away from later 
albums such as How Will the Wolf Survive and Kiko, but the 
acoustic collection of traditional Mexican songs set the 
foundation for a long and storied career. 


Los Lobos was formed by high schoolers David Hildago, 
Louie Perez, Cesar Rosas and Conrad Lozano in 1973, 
while Steve Berlin joined in the 1980s. Although they 
began playing Top 40 hits, they quickly tired of that genre 
and began exploring the traditional Mexican music they 
had heard as children. 


They were very popular as a wedding/party band but 

also became influenced by Los Angeles’ burgeoning punk 
scene of the late ‘70s. That meld of Mexican-infused 
country punk attracted a cult following for the band. 

That grew into an international presence when they 
included a handful of songs, including “La Bamba”, for the 
soundtrack to the Richie Valen’s biopic. In time they would 
release almost 20 albums, tour worldwide on their own as 
well as opening for artists such as U2 and Neil Young. 


“Although the Mexican-American band Los Lobos has 
always stressed the fact that its music bridges two 
cultures, it actually involves more than just simply 
bringing Mexican folk and American rock-and-roll 
together in the same setting” wrote the New York Times. 
“The band, espouses a musical pluralism, in which 
Mexican folk is only one of many styles.” WA

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LOST BAYOU RAMBLERS 
United States 


The Lost Bayou Ramblers play traditional Cajun music 
with traditional instruments, but with an attitude 

that has a lot to do with heavy metal and punk. The 
uninhibited result is what they call “throwdown” music. 


The band was born in 1991, deep in South Louisiana, 
playing old style, predominantly acoustic, Cajun music, 
they had honed in their family band, Les Freres Michot. 
By 2011, the Lost Bayou Ramblers wanted to create a new 
sound that combined all the musical influences they grew 
up loving, explains fiddler Louis Michot.’We all played 
and knew Cajun music, but we didn’t necessarily like it or 
not like it. We all liked Metallica and Guns N’ Roses and 
that’s what we played when we played music. The Cajun 
music was a thing we did with the family and saw it as old 
people music. We'd kinda make fun of it.” An epiphany 
occurred when a rock drummer friend sat in with the 
band. “We saw how much rhythm it had and how it would 
make people dance,” he says.’ We started to realize how 
powerful it was.” 


Louis delved into Cajun music’s past to find its feral side, 
citing Joe Falcon, who recorded the first Cajun single, 
“Allons a Lafayette,” in 1928. “It’s one of the most nasty, 
awesome things you'll ever hear. When we started 
listening to those old recordings, we wondered why no 
one was covering that old, raw, throwdown music... It’s 
not so clean or pretty. It doesn’t have that “folk music” 
quality. It’s more like punk rock or rock ‘n’ roll.”And so a 
new sound was born way down in Louisiana. 


Other band members include Andre Michot on accordion 
and lap steel, Pauly Deathwish on drums and Cavan 
Carruth on guitar. ER

LUCIUS 
United States 


If challenged to summarize the Brooklyn-based band, 
Lucius, in one word, that word would be “symmetry” — 
both aurally and visually. Lead vocalists Jess Wolfe and 
Holly Laessig often sing in total unison, creating a sense 
of one single voice, lending their powerful vocals to their 
brand of indie pop. 


With a sound strongly influenced by the punchy rhythms 
and tambourine beats of ‘60s girl-groups, Lucius at times 
also delivers a haunting a capella with a touch of country 
twang. 


The symmetry of their sound flows into their visual unity 
as well — the duo wear identical outfits steeped in 60s 
mod with blunt bangs, false eyelashes, and mini dresses. 
“It’s dressing the sound more than ourselves,” says Jess, 
“_. to visually represent the symmetry of (our) singing 
voices,” adds Holly. 


The two women met in 2008 as students at Berklee 
School of Music in Boston, where they soon began singing 
and collaborating together. After graduation they moved 
to New York City to pursue their music, where they met 
the other three members of the band: Peter Lalish, 
Andrew Burri and Dan Molad (who is now married 

to Jess) - officially forming Lucius in 2011. The group 
released their first single, “Turn It Around” in 2013, and 
subsequently released their first full-length album, 
Wildewoman, in the United States in October of the same 
year. Since the release of their album, the band been 
busy, playing at festivals such as Sasquatch, Lollapalooza, 
and Outside Lands. They have also played dates 
supporting bands such as The Head and the Heart and 
Tegan and Sara. 


NPR calls Lucius “perfect magnetic pop music” and Rolling 
Stone says they are “the best band you may not have 
heard of yet.” That's about to change. EMR

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LUNASA 


Ireland 


Ltinasa creates a formidable Celtic wall of sound. If 
you've never caught them before, prepare to be almost 
overwhelmed by this Irish quintet’s acoustically-powered 
driving sound. 


This totally-instrumental band plays traditional melodies 
from Ireland, and Celtic regions such as Brittany, Galicia 
and Scotland, and they write their own music as well. But 
they take it a step further than most Celtic bands with the 
standup bass, which is not part of the Irish tradition but 
adds a whole other dimension to the music. 


Lunasa takes the name from the ancient Celtic harvest 
festival in honor of the god Lugh, patron of the arts. Since 
the band formed in 1997 they have appeared at such 
internationally renowned venues as The Hollywood Bowl, 
National Concert Hall, Dublin, the Sydney Opera House 
and even the White House. 


The quintet consists of Sean Smyth (fiddle and low 
whistles), Kevin Crawford (flute, low whistles and 

tin whistles), Cillian Vallely (uilleann pipes and low 
whistles), Trevor Hutchinson (double bass) and Ed 
Boyd (guitar). Sean is an All-Ireland champion on fiddle 
and whistle as well as a practicing physician. Kevin 

has recorded with many other artists and has two solo 
albums. Trevor was in The Waterboys from 1986-to 
1991. Cillian now lives in the USA where he is in constant 
demand. Ed joined the group in 2012. 


They may be precise, but Lunasa have not forsaken their 
sense of joy. According to Wild Geese.com, “One of the 
band’s greatest collective talents is their ability to pull 
off technically difficult and precise music with a casual, 
fun air, almost as if the five met for the first time with 
their various instruments at a pub and joined together 
spontaneously for a session.” MP

MANDOLIN ORANGE 
United States 


Sometimes it only takes two to create magic. From 
the Everly Brothers to the Milk Carton Kids, the right 
chemistry between two musicians can create a sound 
that’s so surprisingly complete and satisfying. 


Mandolin Orange is in that category of great 

duos. Partners in music and life, Emily Frantz and 
Andrew Marlin play the bluegrass music of southern 
Appalachia that they grew up with. Their harmonies are 
impeccable but natural. They are both talented multi- 
instrumentalists, which adds to the variety of their sound, 
and they write songs that are modern and moving, going 
far beyond the “cabin in the pines” themes of traditional 
bluegrass. 


They met at a jam session in Chapel Hill, North Carolina, 
and discovered they knew alot of the same songs and 
harmonized well together. The name, a play on words on 
a type of orange grown in Asia, was a bit of a joke, but 
stuck, and five years and three albums later, they stick 
with it. 


Emily sings, plays the violin and guitar; Andrew sings 
along, writes songs and plays several instruments— 
including, of course, the mandolin. 


Mandolin Orange draws from musical wells both old 

and new. Ashleigh Phillips, music critic in Durham, 

North Carolina's Indy Week, writes, “Mandolin Orange 
carries an understanding of tradition and shapes it 

into a thing of beauty. They craft simple songs that go 
beyond chord progressions and vocal harmonies, leading 
somehow toward something pure. Using acoustic and 
electric guitars, mandolin and a hand-me-down fiddle, 
Andrew Marlin and Emily Frantz allure with a heart-worn 
sensibility.” ER

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MARIA DUNN AND LIZZY HOYT 
Alberta 


Maria Dunn’s songs tell many moving and vital 

stories about our social fabric. Through her unique 

blend of Celtic, bluegrass and country music, her tunes 
draw awareness to social issues and local history. As 
exemplified by her latest album, Piece by Piece, in which 
she uses song to tell the story of women who worked in 
an Edmonton garment factory. This is her fifth album and 
garnered her a nomination for Solo Artist of the Year at 
the 2013 Canadian Folk Music Awards, as well as a place 
on the short list for the 2013 Edmonton Music Prize. 


Born in Scotland, of Scottish and Irish heritage, Maria 
moved to Ontario with her family as a child, and later 
relocated to Edmonton in the ‘90s where she has lived 
since. In 1998 she released her first album, From Where 
! Stand, followed in 2002 by her Juno-nominated 
sophomore album, For A Song. A multi-instrumentalist, 
Maria studied classical piano as a child, and has added 
guitar and accordion to her repertoire. 


Earlier this year, Maria played host to the annual Women 
of Folkways Concert in Edmonton where she shared the 
stage with local singer and fiddle player Lizzy Hoyt. 
Following in the tradition of artists like Maria, Lizzy 
weaves stories through the melodies of her folk songs. 
She was recognized for her contributions last year when 
she was awarded the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee Medal for 
commemorating Canadian veterans and history through 
music. 


Lizzy made her name as a fiddle player, but also plays 
guitar, mandolin, and harp — all accompanying her 
angelic voice, reminiscent of Alison Krauss. From a family 
of musicians, her parents are both classical musicians, 
and her grandparents played in a dance band, Lizzy has 
performed all over the world and released three albums.

MASTERS OF HAWAIIAN MUSIC 
United States 


Hawaii is much more than wide beaches, big surf and 
grass skirts. It has a rich culture from the blend of 
Polynesian with European and even Mexican influences, 
which has given birth to a unique musical tradition 


The Masters of Hawaiian Music are at the centre of 
this music. George Kahumoku, Jr, Ledward Kaapana 
and ‘Uncle” Richard Ho’opi’i all grew up in rural Hawaii 
without radio or television, absorbing this culture from 
childhood, and have become leaders in spreading and 
preserving it in adulthood. 
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George is known as Hawaii's Renaissance Man. He is a 
master slack key guitarist, a fingerpicking open-chord style 
adapted from Mexican cowboys during the 19" century. 
Heis also a vocalist, storyteller, songwriter and author, 
teacher, sculptor, farmer and chef., and is a four-time 
Grammy-award winner. He is the founder of the Hawaiian 
Music Institute at the University of Hawaii-Maui College, 
which is designed to document and preserve Hawaiian 
music as well as teach all aspects of the music business. 





Ledward has four decades of mastery of stringed 
instruments. His picking style on slack key guitar and 
ukulele and his vocal range from baritone to falsetto have 
earned him legendary status and multiple awards. 


Uncle Richard has a unique yodelling falsetto. He and 

his late brother, Solomon, formed their own group 

in 1968, produced 7 albums and in 1997 received the 
National Endowment of the Arts Folk Heritage fellowship, 
America’s highest honour for traditional artists. 


Uncle Richard knows that, like all Hawaiian artists, he 
maintains a rich cultural legacy. “When you sing Hawaiian 
music you're not just singing for yourself,” he says. “You're 
representing the kupuna (elders), who have guided and 
inspired you, and all the musicians that came before and 
will come after.” MP

It’s hard not to feel the love in the presence of Michael 
Franti and Spearhead. Michael's uplifting message 
for positive social change, combined with the band’s 
melange of hip hop, reggae, funk and pop, make for a 
personal experience that moves the soul as well as the 
feet. 


Known for his six-foot-six frame and a tendency to be 
barefoot, Michael delivers a 21° century message of peace 
and love. He has been moved to tears by a recording of 
children from a New York elementary school singing 

one of his songs. He fights for the underdog, taking 

up the cause of incarcerated political activists, and he 
has travelled to hot spots like Iraq to view the suffering 
firsthand. His body of work has tackled many issues, 
such as globalization, gay rights, homelessness, AIDS 
and injustices such as the shooting of the black teenager 
Trayvon Martin. A near death experience with a ruptured 
appendix has prompted him to aim for timeless songs in 
his writing. 


Beginning his career in the mid-1980s, Michael was part 
of the post-punk band the Beatnigs, and the critically- 
acclaimed hip hop group Disposable Heroes of Hiphoprisy, 
who toured with U2 and Public Enemy, before forming 
Spearhead in 1994 with a few studio musicians. Early 
albums varied from funk and soul to hip hop and reggae. 


More recent offerings include Rebel Rockers (2008) that 
spawned the million-selling reggae/dancehall-flavored 
single “Say Hey (I Love You)” and the widely successful 
The Sound of Sunshine (2010), the group’s highest charting 
album on the Billboard 200 to date, peaking at 17. 


Although based in San Francisco, Michael has a strong 
Edmonton connection. He spent a year of high school here 
when his mom was posted here on a teacher exchange.

MOKOOMBA 


Zimbabwe 


In the last couple of years, Zimbabwean band Mokoomba 
has enjoyed a meteoric rise to fame in the realm of world 
music. The oft-commented-on youthful exuberance and 
eclecticism that has thrust the band so quickly into the 
spotlight is tempered by a strong rootedness in local 
tradition — the energetic twenty-somethings that make 

up the ensemble, and their irresistible music, seem to 
simultaneously embody marginality and cosmopolitanism. 
They all belong to Zimbabwe's Tonga minority, and perform 
ina language foreign to most of the country’s citizens, and 
yet, their ability to integrate a plethora of influences — from 
Congolese soukous to reggae — into their songs indicates an 
outlook, anda reach, that is truly international. 


The three core members — Mathias Muzaza (vocals), 
Trustworth Samende (guitar), and Abundance 
Mutori (bass) — all grew up near Victoria Falls, an area 
both remote, being nearly 800 kilometres from the capital 
Harare, and international as it is a border-town with a 
thriving tourist trade. As children, they heard The Beatles, 
funk and even country music, as well as popular African 
genres like rumba and the traditional music of their own 
people. The resulting natural fusion of styles has been the 
key to a success that has come quickly — their second 
and latest album, Rising Tide, produced by Manu Gallo, 
made several European “best of” lists for 2012. 


The group is rounded out by Donald Moyo (keyboards), 
Miti Mugande (percussions) and Nbado Coster Moyo 
(drums). 


Since making a splash internationally, Mokoomba is a 
band on the vanguard of a renaissance of the Zimbabwean 
music scene, which was nearly decimated by the AIDS 
epidemic after the glory days of the 1980s. Having moved 
from the periphery to the centre of music in their own 
country, they now find themselves representing that 
country on the world stage. DW

Oklahoma native Parker Millsap started singing in 
public at the age of four in his local Pentecostal church. 
He has since left the church, but that early religious 
experience still influences his music. The grown-up 
tunesmith’s songs teeter on the fine line between gospel 
and the blues, sin and redemption, God and the devil, 
heaven and hell. 


Now only 21, Parker writes like an “old soul.” He delivers 
his religion-laced parables, character-driven narratives, 
and relationship tales with the fire-and-brimstone fervour 
of a preacher. His characters include the wife-murdering 
Bible-thumper, the self-made church-on-wheels minister, 
the questioning believer, the meth cook and the gambler 
who spends all of his money buying lottery tickets. 


He also delivers his tunes like an old soul, with a gravelly, blues 
inflected voice and solid Piedmont-style blues fingerpicking. 


Americansongwriter.com raves about his eponymous 

debut album, how he “...tells larger truths of the human 
condition without coming off as preachy or disparaging. 
That, combined with the 20-year-old’s weathered vocals 
and knack for combining folk, blues and country into 
melodies that feel lived in yet not familiar, makes this an 
early contender for one of the most notable debuts from a 
new artist this year.” 


Parker performs in music festivals and concerts all over 
the US, Canada, and this fall, to Britain and Holland. The 
Americana Music Awards have nominated Parker for 
emerging artist of the year. 


But he still credits his Oklahoma roots. “I do have a great 
deal of pride in where | come from,” he admits. “The 
people are some of the nicest, most hospitable you'll ever 
meet. | think that’s because, when they originally settled 
here, it was wilderness, and the only thing they had to 
hang on to was one another.” ER

The birth of the Connecticut band, formerly known as 
Poor Old Shine, was purely accidental. i 


Singer and banjo player Chris Freeman knew mandolin r 
player Antonio Alcorn at the University of Connecticut in 
New Haven. And a mutual friend needed an opening act 

for a gig at the legendary campus folk club, Toad’s Place. : 
So Chris and Antonio decided to step up to the plate and 
help out, coming up with their original band name, Poor 

Old Shine, just before stepping onstage. 


Over time, they added Max Shakun on guitar and pump i 
organ, Harrison Goodale on bass and Erik Hischmann 

on percussion, released a couple of indie albums and 

toured their hearts out. Their modern take on an old-time 
string band can be unusual. To create a spectral drone 
for a song, they use the feedback of two cell phones. And 
they recorded a ballad using only an old iPhone. i 


But this kind of innovative traditionalism garnered them 
plenty of attention in the roots/Americana scene, keeping 
them on the road on a full-time basis and getting them 
booked at such venues as the prestigious Kennedy Centre ; 
for the Arts. “(Parsonsfield) revitalizes, rather than simply 
revives, the stomping, galloping country swing of an old- 
time string band,” wrote the alt-weekly Creative Loafing 

in Charlotte. “While their contemporaries, the Carolina i 
Chocolate Drops draw from Blue Ridge Mountain styles, 
Connecticut's (Parsonsfield) sticks closer to the strip- 

mined hollers of West Virginia.” WA i 


pooroldshine.com :

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PHARIS AND JASON ROMERO 


British Columbia 


Pharis and Jason Romero have put the community of 
Horsefly on the map. Their music is being celebrated all 
over the world with concerts, rave reviews and awards, 
while the banjos they make on their property in this 
hamlet in the Cariboo are owned by some of the most 
famous players of acoustic music. 


They came from different places, but shared a love for 
old-time music. Pharis grew up in Horsefly and moved to 
Victoria for university, where she was a founding member 
of the successful roots/folk band Outlaw Social. Jason 

got his start in music and banjo making in the northern 
California city of Arcata, where he got a job at Wildwood 
banjos and was a linchpin in the local bluegrass scene. 


They met at a jam, she sent him a copy of a 1928 song 
by Hoyt Ming and the Pepsteppers, and eventually they 
married and moved back to Horsefly. They have done 
three acclaimed albums, while making four banjos a 
month (he’s the luthier while she does the decorative 
inlay). J. Romero banjos.are owned by the likes of Ricky 
Skaggs, Dirk Powell and Jerry Douglas. 


Their latest disc, Long Gone Out West Blues, earned Pharis 
a Canadian Folk Music award for traditional singer of 
the year in 2013 as well as a nomination for traditional 
album of the year. Their work has also made the top lists 
for National Public Radio, Americana UK, Folk Alley and 
Penguin Eggs magazine. 


Their music is deeply traditional and original at the same 
time. They delve deeply into the vast treasury of old- 

time and country music, but also write tunes adopting 

that genre, featuring stunning harmonies and intricate 
clawhammer banjo. Their songs, both old and new, describe 
colourful characters, hard work and, of course, love and 
loss. As Folk Alley says: “This is music made on a timeless 
continuum” while Penguin Eggs says their work “... just 
might convince you that a little heartbreak is beautiful.” MS

PHOSPHORESCENT 
United States 


Phosphorescent may sound like a band name, and 
sometimes even look like an entire band onstage. But in 
reality, Mathew Houck is responsible for the writing of 
all the songs. 


A college dropout, Mathew began his musical career 

as a busker and coffee shop performer around the 

turn of the century. Before recording under the name 
Phosphorescent, he travelled the world, playing under 
the moniker Fillup Shack, drawing comparisons to Bob 
Dylan and Will Oldman. “(He) is the most significant 
American in his field since Kurt Cobain,” wrote the London 
Evening Standard. Heady words, but after returning to his 
home base in Athens, Georgia (he now lives in Brooklyn), 
Mathew came up with the Phosphorescent moniker and 
began recording and releasing music under that name. 


Over the next decade, he quietly wrote and recorded 
albums of powerful indie albums, which have elements 
of folk and alt-country, but also an ‘80s feel with the 
wash of keyboards. Each album gathered more and more 
attention, the critical acclaim growing, his bookings 
including dates at Glastonbury, Lollapalooza and 
Bonnaroo, as well as opening spots for Neil Young and 
The National. “Phosphorescent is rich and powerful,” 
wrote London's Independent about a recent gig. “It’s 
heartbreaking, but what sweetness in melancholy 
delivered like this.” WA

This collaboration of these four musicians could be 
called a supergroup of traditional Irish music. Each 

one is a star in their own right; they have backed each 
other up in various combinations on recordings and live 
performances, but this is a rare opportunity to see them 
perform together on the same stage. 


Ron Kavana, the acclaimed songwriter/composer/ 
musician has been in the forefront of Celtic and other 
roots music for decades. 


His unique knack to combine Irish traditional with other 
genres of music was clearly illustrated in his 1995 album, 
Galway to Graceland, which included a version of “Are You 
Lonesome Tonight” with uilleann pipe and accordion. 

He has also collaborated with such influential artists as 
Alexis Korner, and Elvis Costello; produced 12 albums and 
has composed music for movies. He is a keen researcher 
on the history of Ireland, and his work includes a 
monumental four-CD digibook, /rish Ways: Story of Ireland 
in Song, Music & Poetry. 


Niamh Parsons is a distinctive voice in Irish traditional 
and folk music today. The great Scottish balladeer Archie 
Fisher said of her, “A songstress like her comes along once 
or twice in a generation.” Niamh’s smoky, silken voice has 
drawn comparisons to such venerated singers as Dolores 
Keane, June Tabor, and the late Sandy Denny. 


“One of the things | love about most of the songs | sing is 
the age of the songs. They've been around for years—I 

am just another carrier of them.” Growing up inina 
music-loving family, Niamh (pronounced “Neev”) was 
exposed to folk music early by her parents, who took her 
to folk clubs. Niamh’s professional career began in 1984 

in Belfast with the band Killera. In 1990, she joined her 
husband Dee Moore’s band, The Loose Connections as well 
as with the traditional group Arcady. 


Siobhan Peoples is at the forefront of a new generation 
of traditional Irish fiddlers. Born in County Clare, she 

is daughter of the legendary fiddle player and former 
Bothy Band member Tommy Peoples. In performance, 
her intricate style is astonishing, and even more amazing 
considering that an injury to her left hand allows her to 
use only two fingers for most of her playing. As the great 
Irish musician Cathal Hayden is reported to have said: 
“Siobhan’s a mighty woman.” 





Asa child she attended a school where the headmaster 


made sure that every child learned to play something, 
starting with a whistle if necessary. She recounts: “| was 
mad to learn.” And the Irish music world has been mad 
over her ever since. 


Probably nobody plays the uilleann pipes with as much 
flair, drive and melodic creativity as Paddy Keenan. His 
virtuosity has invited comparisons to Jimi Hendrix, John 
Coltrane and Paganini. 


Paddy is a third generation piper who took up the 
instrument at the age of 10 and started performing at 

14. He left home at 17, took up the guitar and busked in 
Europe and England, almost giving up the pipes. But he 
took them up again after realizing he could make more 
money busking with the pipes. He eventually returned 

to Ireland and played with Seachtar, whose members 
included Donal Lunny. That band eventually morphed into 
the legendary Bothy Band, which changed with face of 
lrish traditional music. ER

ROSE COUSINS 


Prince Edward Island/Nova Scotia 


Rose Cousins is a collaborator at heart. It’s part of her 
strong belief in community, both of musicians and the 
wider world. 


The PEI native, who now lives in Halifax, has collaborated 
on her albums with some of Canada’s top roots musicians, 
including Kathleen Edwards, Melissa McClelland and Luke 
Doucet. Rose herself has appeared as a quest on many 
albums from other artists, the likes of Joel Plaskett, Matt 
Mays, Jill Barber, and Old Man Luedecke. 


Her collaborating has extended across the border to 
Boston, where she recorded her most recent album. Using 
the fan-funded Kickstarter platform, this process was 
explored in a short film entitled, /f/ Should Fall Behind, 
which is a showcase for Rose and the Boston musical 
community. 


In that video she describes how the songs came alive with 
the input from the Boston musicians, and how much the 
process means to her. “I know | don’t have to play music 
alone, and | don’t have to be the only one who's sad in the 
world if | happen to be sad that day,.” 


Rose has been part of the East Coast music scene for over 
a decade, recording EPs in 2002 and 2003. Three full- 
length albums followed, her most recent in 2012, We Have 
Made a Spark, for which she won the 2013 Juno Award 

for Roots & Traditional Album of the Year, as well as three 
East Coast Music awards. It was also recognized by NPR as 
one of the Top 10 Folk & Americana Albums of 2012. 


With a powerful emotive voice, reminiscent of Shawn 
Colvin, the result is her own rich, perspective on folk 
music. As No Depression says: “Cousins takes it to another 
level. She breathes into her songs so they live on their 
own.” EMR

ROY FORBES 


British Columbia 


All you need to hear (or read in this case) are three words 
and you'll instantly know who I’m writing about. And 
when you read these three words, you'll also clearly hear 
this artist’s distinctive voice. Ready? 


Roy’s. Record. Room. You did hear him did you not? 
Because for almost a decade Roy Forbes has been the 
host of his eponymous radio show on CKUA. 


Roy is not only the owner of an extensive vinyl collection 
that he loves to share on air — he is a master musician and 
songwriter. Born in Dawson Creek, B.C. (which has named 
Roy Forbes Drive in his honour), Forbes took his trusty 
Gurian guitar to Vancouver in 1971. Under his childhood 
nickname Bim, he quickly made a name for himself, 
opening for acts such as Earl Scruggs, John Lee Hooker, 
Supertramp and Santana. Eventually he began to sell out 
his own shows and headline folk festivals across the land. 


And since his first album, Kid Full of Dreams, Roy has 
released many records, first as solo artist and then as a 
collaborator. He’s been a member of the on-again, off 
again Canadian folk supergroup UHF (with Shari Ulrich 
and Bill Henderson) as well as producing artists as diverse 
as The Great Western Orchestra, Jo Whitley, Susan Crowe, 
and most recently, Blu Hopkins. 


Roy's skill as a songwriter has also attracted many artists, 
including Sylvia Tyson, Matt Minglewood, Valdy and Cindy 
Church. to record his songs for themselves. 


“(Roy Forbes) is a rocker at heart, a folkie by rep and 
a down-home country boy by upbringing,” wrote the 
Vancouver Province. WA

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ROY ROGERS AND CARLOS REYES 
United States/Paraguay 


Between them, Roy Rogers and Carlos Reyes have 
been:performing music for over a century, and their 
combination is a musical experience not to be missed. 


Considered one of the world’s greatest slide guitarists, 
Roy began playing guitar at the age of 12, was performing 
on stage a year later. Growing up in the Bay Area, he was 
exposed to a wealth of musical styles. Inspired by Robert 
Johnson, he found his true passion in the Delta blues 

and began to develop his instantly recognizable style of 
playing slide. 


Since then he’s been nominated as either a performer 
or producer for eight Grammy Awards, and has played 
with everyone from Miles Davis to Ray Manzarek, Carlos 
Santana, and most notably, the late harmonica virtuoso 
Norton Buffalo. “That's not a slide on Roy Rogers’ 
pinky,” says Guitar Player. “It’s a time machine. With it, 
Rogers transports you to the Mississippi Delta's past and 
future.” The late John Lee Hooker paid him the greatest 
compliment: ” | just can’t say enough good things about 
Roy. He plays so good. Some of the best slide I’ve heard, 
best blues I’ve heard.” 


Every bit as accomplished in his own right, Paraguayan- 
born Carlos Reyes started learning classical violin when 
he was just three, and made his performing debut at the 
tender age of five. Encouraged by his father, Carlos went 
on to learn the 36-string native Paraguayan harp when 
he was 10, and has since become an internationally- 
renowned master of the harp and violin, performing with 
the likes of Willie Nelson, Steve Miller, and Wynona Judd. 
His unique blend of blues, rock, jazz, Latin and classical 
styles has earned him the apt description of “Santana 
meets the Gipsy Kings.” SH

RUTH MOODY 
Manitoba 


Ruth Moody is one of the most important roots 
musicians ever to come out of Winnipeg. She is best 
known as one third of the Wailin’ Jennys, but she was also 
the lead singer in Scruj McDuhk for five years, and now 
she is attracting rave reviews with her own project. 


Ruth has received countless accolades for her work over 
the past two decades,and five Juno nominations including 
two wins, numerous Canadian Folk Music Awards and 
appearances at shows like A Prairie Home Companion and 
Celtic Connections. Her songs have been recognized by 
the International Songwriting Competition, including first 
place in the gospel category for “Storm Comin.” Her song 
“One Voice” has become a staple for choirs. 


Her clear, breathy soprano can bring to mind other great 
artists such as Laura Nyro and Emmylou Harris. Ruth is 
also a multi-instrumentalist, playing guitar, clawhammer 
banjo, accordion and piano. 


There wasn’t much doubt that Ruth would go in a musical 
direction — her mother was a music teacher and two 

of her siblings became professional musicians. She 
started classical piano at the age of four, switched to 
voice training in her teens and discovered folk music. Her 
childhood friend and neighbour, Leonard Podolak, invited 
her to join his new Celtic-flavoured band, Scruj McDuhk, 
and she spent the next five years touring internationally. 


In 2001 the band temporarily broke up, and she 
concentrated on songwriting. She also taught herself to 
play guitar, and what started as a fun project with Cara 
Luft and Nicky Mehta turned into the Wailin’ Jennys, who 
are still a big part of Ruth’s musical life. 


Her stature as an artist can be gauged by the guest 
performers on her 2013 solo album, These Wilder Things, 
including Mark Knopfler, Jerry Douglas and Aoife 
O'Donovan. MS

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SEPTETO SANTIAGUERO 
Cuba 


Hailing from the Cuban musical hotspot of Santiago de 
Cuba — where they can still be seen Tuesday nights at the 
iconic Casa de la Trova — Septeto Santiaguero’s sound 
is steeped in the long and celebrated musical tradition of 
their hometown. Founded in the mid-’90s by members of 
the legendary Cuban band Melodias de Ayer and joined 
by the hottest players from other septets in Santiago de 
Cuba, Septeto Santiaguero quickly became a mainstay of 
the local scene. 


Rooted in the traditional sound of the Cuban septeto, but 
adding a drum to the traditional combination of guitar, 
tres, bongo, clave, maracas, acoustic bass and trumpet, 
Septeto Santiaguero has grown to become one of Cuba’s 
most celebrated traditional septets. The band specializes 
in traditional Cuban son, guaracha, guaguanco, bolero, 
and guajira musical styles, which have been around for 
nearly a century and combine the influences of Africa and 
Spain and have captivating rhythms. Septeto Santiaguero 
has released seven albums that meld a unique and vibrant 
originality while paying homage to the island’s rich 
traditions, including 2012's Vamos pa ‘Ia fiesta (Let's Go 
Party). 


With almost two decades of performances around the 
world behind them, Septeto Santiaguero is renowned 

for a captivating and infectiously danceable stage show 
which celebrates the best of their Cuban roots. In 2011, 
the group was awarded the Cubadisco Award in Popular 
Traditional Music and a Latin Grammy nomination in Best 
Traditional Tropical Album. And the esteemed National 
Musical Commission of Evaluation, made up of some of 
the masters of Cuban music, recently named them “one of 
the greatest Cuban son bands of all times.” SH

SERA CAHOONE 
United States 


Sera Cahoone grew up in Deer Creek Canyon, in the 
Colorado foothills, the daughter of a dynamite salesman 
and a mother who supported her daughter's musical 
passion for playing drums by taking her to dive bars to 
sit in with bluesmen. By the time she picked up a guitar, 
her talent had been so shaped by these things — the 
dynamite, the blues, the woods and the hills — it’s 

no surprise she went on to be one of the strongest 
songwriters in Seattle’s ever-vibrant Americana scene. 


Sera moved to Seattle at the age of 21 with the 

intention of opening a skateboard/snowboard shop, but 
instead started getting gigs as a drummer with popular 
Pacific Northwest indie bands, including Carissa’s Wierd 
(they deliberately spelled it that way) and Band of Horses. 
She started releasing her own albums in 2006, and NPR 
reviewer Stephen Thompson described her as “a warm 
and inviting singer whose songs convey world-weariness 
and homespun grace, ... channelling Patsy Cline by 

way of Neko Case or Cat Power.” That voice, and strong 
songwriting, eventually got her signed to Sub 

Pop Records. 


Deer Creek Canyon (2012), her third solo album, is about 
the gravitational pull of home—her mother still lives 
there. With high-calibre production values and a team of 
crack musicians, this album has elevated her to a 

new level. 


“| get really homesick and think about moving back to 
Colorado,” she admits. “But, I've matured a lot. | took a 
very long break to write this record. | didn’t care how long 
it took. Once these songs started coming together, | knew 
| wanted to take my time with this one. | wanted to get it 
right...”

SHARON SHANNON 


lreland 


Sharon Shannon's playing is simply dazzling, whether 
she’s performing a traditional Irish tune or exploring 
other styles of music. Sharon is one of Ireland's greatest 
traditional musicians, but she has never been afraid to 
stretch the boundaries. 


She began playing accordion when a young child, joining 
her first band at the age of eight, and touring the United 
States when she was just 14. In 1991, at 18, her career 
took off when she became a guest musician of The 
Waterboys, performing and touring with them for several 
months. She has since performed with an honour roll of 
renowned musicians, including Jackson Browne, Carlos 
Nufiez, Donal Lunny, Christy Moore, Sinéad 0’Connor, John 
Prine and many others. 


Sharon hails from County Clare, an area historically 
steeped in music. Her eponymous album Sharon Shannon 
(1991), a brew of Portuguese, Cajun, Swedish, Scottish and 
French-Canadian influences, became the most successful 
lrish traditional music album ever released. New Musical 
Express described it as a creative, deft, and lovely 
crossover record. Its success led to Sharon featuring on 

the A Woman’s Heart album, a phenomenal compilation of 
leading Irish female artists. 


Her ground-breaking album in 2000, The Diamond 
Mountain Sessions, went triple platinum in Ireland, was 
critically acclaimed, and led to Sharon and her backup 
band, the Woodchoppers, touring for a year worldwide. 
In 2009, she won the lifetime achievement award at the 
Meteor Ireland Music Award, the equivalent to the Juno 
and the Grammy awards. 


But she remains very much a traditional musician at heart 
and returns to Clare for a tune as often as possible. ER

THE STRAY SISTERS 


Australia 


Vickki Thorn and Donna Simpson are Waifs no 
more. The two siblings, who were two-thirds of the hit 
Australian band the Waifs, are back, and now with the 
new monicker of The Stray Sisters. 


The Waifs played a uniquely Australian version of 
alt-country music, complete with “sisterly banter and 
beautiful harmonies with a banjo thrown in,” as the 
Sydney Morning Herald said. Back in their heyday, the 
Waifs were international stars, releasing eleven albums 
between 1996 and 2011 and appearing at Folkfest no less 
than four times. 


Eventually, the band slowed down when members 
started having families. Donna settled in Australia, while 
Vikki started raising her family in Utah. Both sisters have 
three sons, but neither has given up on music or lost the 
desire to harmonize together, which they did since they 
were children. The sisterly bond that helped propel the 
Waifs to international fame is still strong: thanks to the 
Internet, they collaborate to compose songs. “It doesn’t 
take too much with us,” says Donna about their long- 
distance songwriting relationship. “We never have to do 
too much to the other's songs. She does her part and the 
same with me.” 


When the sisters come to harmonize on the folk festival 
stages, listen for these new songs, as well as their 
reworked covers of The Waifs hits like “London Still” or 
“Lighthouse.” Vikki and Donna will be joined by The Waifs 
alumni, bassist Ben Franz — irresistible stuff for those 
of us who have been missing The Waifs. JS

TONY JOE WHITE 
USA 


Elvis Presley, Tom Jones, Dusty Springfield, Tina Turner 
and many more have recorded songs penned by veteran 
singer, songwriter, and guitarist, Tony Joe White — the 
self-described “Swamp Fox.” Originally from Oak Grove, 
Louisiana, and currently living outside of Nashville, 
Tennessee, Tony has been grooving crowds with his deep 
drawl and rhythm and blues-based swamp funk for over 
45 years. 


His first album, Black and White, was released in 1968, 
producing a No. 8 hit on the US Top Ten Chart, “Polk Salad 
Annie,” which went on to be covered countless times over 
the years. 


He toured with bands like Steppenwolf and Creedence 
Clearwater Revival in the ‘70s and was a part of a 
legendary session with Jerry Lee Lewis, Carl Perkins, the 
Memphis Horns and the original MGs in the recording of 
Jerry Lee’s Southern Roots album. 


His writing and playing skills led him to a collaboration in 
the 1980s with Tina Turner on her album, Foreign Affair, 
writing the hit song, “Steamy Windows.” This exposure 

led to new management and, subsequently, his 1991 
album, Closer to the Truth, which was released to critical 
praise and tour dates across Germany and France with Eric 
Clapton and Joe Cocker. 


Over his long career, Tony, who wrote “A Rainy Night in 
Georgia’, has built an impressive catalogue and massive 
body of work. His most recent album, Hoodoo, came out 
in September 2013, and has been described as “awash in 
danger, spiritual uncertainty, and environmental fury” 
and infused with an “ominous tone and palpable vibe.” 
With that deep Louisiana drawl and funky guitar playing, 
Tony Joe obviously means business. EMR

VANCE JOY 


Australia 


Vance Joy has an original voice which has come to the 
attention of the world very quickly. Only a year ago, he 
was performing at open mic nights in Melbourne. But 
that voice, with an amazing range and echoes of both Tim 
and Jeff Buckley, has launched a very promising career in 
record time. 


At the beginning of 2013, the Australian singer- 
songwriter was off the radar in his homeland. It appeared 
he might have to use that law degree: he was a year from 
qualifying as a lawyer. But since then he has signed a 
multi-album international deal with Atlantic; won a slew 
of awards and can boast the year’s best-selling track 
Down Under by an Australian artist. 


The 25-year-old first made a splash with the track, 
“Riptide.” Within hours of its upload to Soundcloud, the 
infectious single hit No. 1 on Hype Machine’s Most Popular 
chart. “I had a special feeling about it,” Vance tells T/ME. 
“| didn’t know if it was going to necessarily be a really 
popular song, but | knew that it was catchy and it had a 
definite spark to it.” 


Vance, otherwise known as James Keogh, caught the 
attention of an Atlantic Records executive in the U.S. 
when he performed at SXSW. The label decided to sign 
him to a five-album deal. 


Vance is so new to the business that he has yet to receive 
a single royalty cheque. But he’s not in it for the money, 
but to establish a connection with his audience. “When | 
go to a gig and | hear a song that | really like, a song that 
hits home to me or hits an emotional nerve, if | could ever 
recreate that for someone, that would be the ultimate 
goal.” ER

In an era when people switch jobs every couple of years, 
we are proud that so many of our dedicated volunteers 
stay with us for decades. 


This is the 35th year for Folkfest, and 11 people have 
volunteered with us every single year since 1980. Many 
more who started volunteering in 1980 have taken breaks 
over the last 35 years, but have returned and continue to 
volunteer. Of the 2,300 or so volunteers in 2014, well over 
half have been with us for 10 or more years. 


There aren't many corporations that can claim this 

level of retention of personnel, and that goes a long 

way to explaining why the festival runs more smoothly 
every year. Many bring their expertise to the festival in 
everything from carpentry to cooking, while others start 
off having a learning experience, and their skill grows 
every year. 


Hundreds of our volunteers started while they were 

in high school or junior high. This year we have 192 
youth volunteers, aged 12 to 17, working in many areas 
including Enviropower, Festival Kitchen, Family and Face 
Painters. 


Two of our current summer staff are former youth 
volunteers and 14 coordinators or assistant coordinators 


started volunteering when they were under 18, most with 
the Enviropower crew. 


Our volunteers are always ready to step up to the plate 
when needed. For instance, during a heavy rain last year, 
volunteers helped our patrons get off the hill safely. It is 

a credit to our volunteers that they are so proactive and 
efficient, and we thank them for this level of dedication. 
The spirit prevailed despite cancellation of the Finale, and 
we heard “Four Strong Winds” being sung in buses, up the 
hill and on the streets. 


While volunteers can’t control the weather (it’s one of the 
few things they can’t do), chances are we'll be able to sing 
lan Tyson’s classic tune on the Hill on Sunday evening.

The word “monto’, in the Cree language, refers to the 
essence of the Creator or the source of creation. 


Edmonton is a special place and carries within it the 
essence of the Creator. For many thousands of years, long 
before the forts, Edmonton was a gathering place that 
was known asa “pehonan” (the waiting place) situated 

in the river valley at the centre of our city now called 
Rossdale Flats. Peoples of many Indigenous nations, 

from as far as the US mid-west and northwest and from 
Hudson’s Bay to the interior of British Columbia came here 
for trade, celebration, and ceremony. 


Edmonton has been called “the cradle of civilization in 
North America”” and in many epic migration histories, 
like those of the Lenapi (the Delaware), the Dene, and the 
Cherokee, remember this place as an important gathering 
place on their way to their new homelands to the south 
and the eastern seaboard of North America. Edmonton 
was and is a crossroads, a confluence of peoples, place 

of peace and creation, and a place where we “help each 
other.” In these traditions and with a remarkable spirit of 
place we continue to practice that spirit of Edmonton or 
edMONTOn. We are still the great gathering place and we 
still strive to help each other. To carry us into the future 
we must remember the spirit of this place and by that we 
will understand the full potential that it holds for us as we 
build a brilliant future. 


The Spirit of Edmonton initiative, led by the Indigenous 
Peoples Art and Culture Coalition, brought together eight 
projects that are centred in the river valley, to “reconnect 


the people and the river” and to connect our past, with 
the present, and with the future. These projects include: 
the Indigenous Peoples’ Experience at Fort Edmonton 
which will see the creation of a new addition to the park 
called “Spirit of pehonan” recapturing history and life as 
told by Indigenous peoples before the forts were built. 
Kihciy Aski (good earth) will be Canada’s first urban 
Indigenous cultural and ceremonial land area where 
urban Aboriginal peoples can connect with culture and 
ceremony, as well, a place where Edmontonians can learn 
more of Indigenous spiritual and cultural traditions. 

The Louise Umphreville Fountain will be Canada’s first 
monument to an Indigenous woman. Louise has been 
called “the First Lady of the Fort” and “the Mother of 
Edmonton.” As the partner of Chief Factor John Rowand 
they together built Fort Edmonton into a recognized 
place of industry and good relations, thereby, setting 
the foundation of our city. The Indigenous Centre for 
Art and Knowledge will be a centre to showcase and 
develop Indigenous arts and artists. This Douglas Cardinal 
designed building will overlook the pehonan in homage 
to what was and what can be. 


While downtown is called the Heart of the City, it then 
follows that “the river and our pehonan is its soul.”

The Don Snider “Go Wildly Forward” scholarship is an 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival program that recognizes 
and honours Folkfest volunteers who demonstrate, 
through their actions and attitudes, a positive motivation 
to be engaged meaningfully in the community and the 
world at large. Persons selected will have a spirit of 
adventure, a desire to communicate, and a willingness to 
share their knowledge and experience with others. Don 
Snider embodied these qualities over 40 years of working 
in the arts, as production manager of Folkfest, and 
through his travels. 

Over the years, the number, term, or value of the 

awards may vary dependent on the applications 
received. However, this year the committee has awarded 
scholarships two deserving volunteers who are post- 
secondary students. 

The recipients are: 

Iraleigh Anderson, a volunteer on the festival party 
crew who is studying biology at the University of Alberta, 
receives a two-year scholarship worth $10,000. 

Iraleigh attended Victoria school in Edmonton where he 
organized all-ages hall shows to raise money for various 
causes for the school’s social justice club. He has also hosted 
concerts at community halls, coffee shops, and living rooms 
in Edmonton and in Nelson B.C. 

After finishing high school, he studied photographic 
technology at NAIT, and spent his free moments 
documenting Edmonton's music scene on a photoblog he 
updated daily. His favourite photographic accomplishment 
so far is a photo essay of the streets of Vancouver during 
the 2010 Olympics, which he presented to an audience of 
50.as a 35mm slide show with narration. 

Lately raleigh has become interested in plant taxonomy, 
ecology, and cultivation. He started with a garden in his 
parents’ backyard, and then spent summers volunteering 
on organic farms, more recently receiving mentorship in 
wildcrafting, food-preservation, and land-stewardship 

in the Kootenays. This spring he completed a diploma in 
conservation and restoration ecology at Lakeland College, 
and in the fall will attend the University of Alberta to finish 
a degree in conservation biology. He spent last summer 
working on environmental consulting projects including 
rare plant surveys on native prairie, and caribou habitat 
surveys in the boreal forest. Looking forward, he hopes 

to use his skills as a vegetation ecologist on projects that 
recognize and protect the inherent value of 

natural systems.

It is well known that Folkfest patrons are exceptionally 
conscientious when it comes to littering, and we get 
better all the time. Nonetheless, with tens of thousands 
of people “setting up camp” on the hill each day of the 
festival, plenty of trash gets left behind at the end of the 
night — particularly when the hill is quickly abandoned 
due to an impending (or already rollicking) rainstorm. 
And yet, when the punters return the following morning, 
the entire festival site is pristine once again, as if little 
garbage elves had magically made it all disappear. 


As fantastical as that may sound, it is not far from the 
truth. The “elves,” who ensure that each day of the 
festival begins on a site that is immaculate, are in fact the 
youngest festival volunteers. on the site. Every morning 
at 8 am, somewhere between 95 and 120 youths between 
the ages of 12 and 15 descend upon the hill like a swarm 
of, well, teenagers, and three hours later, not a trace 
remains of the environmental impact of the previous 
night’s revelry. As crew co-ordinator Mary Catharine 
Macdonald puts it, “we clean up the morning after the 
night before.” 


Mary Catharine and her fellow co-ordinator Henriette 
Douziech have the task of organizing, chaperoning, 

and setting an example for the young people on the 
Enviropower crew, though both are quick to highlight 
the work of their assistant co-ordinators, each of whom 
is responsible for a group of kids (sometimes up to 20 of 
them) and almost all of them, according to Henriette, 
“slugged it out in the trenches” when they were youths 
and continue to do so as co-ordinators: “bum up in the 
air. Doing it.” 


The Enviropower crew was formed in 1990 when the 
children of the first generation of Folkfest volunteers 
began to reach an age where they wanted to be able 

to volunteer themselves. Since the crew is specifically 
meant to provide this opportunity for young people, it 
acts as both a training ground and a “feeder pool” for 
other volunteer crews. Having gained their first taste of 
volunteer experience with Enviropower, the kids take 
that experience into other crews once they turn 16. 

They inevitably grow up feeling part of the festival, and 
because of the nature of the crew’s task, they also grow 
up with a keen awareness of the environmental impact of 
their own behaviour. Catharine and Henriette feel quite 
certain that no one who works with Enviropower will ever 
litter, and it is unlikely that they will ever start smoking, 
since cigarette butts quickly become the bane of any crew 
member's existence. 


In the end, a sparkling clean festival site may be merely a 
side benefit to Enviropower's primary task of instilling in 
its young people not only the spirit of environmentalism, 
but also a strong sense of community. Assistant 
co-ordinator Jordan Watchel, who has been on the 
Enviropower crew for 15 years, believes that the most 
important thing is for the kids to “make some friends and 
be part of the community... If they pick up some garbage, 
well, that’s great too.” 


Folkfest’s 2,500 volunteers are its lifeblood; with 
Enviropower nurturing and training the next generation 
of them, the festival will be in good hands for decades 
to come.

This is 
the 20th festival since our first sellout of weekend 
passes on July 28th 1995, and it has given me the 
confidence to take more chances on the lineup. The 
result is that many young artists are making their 
Folkfest debut this weekend. There is also a bit of an 
lrish theme, both traditional and contemporary Irish 
folk music being represented. 


How does the lineup come together? | start with 
inviting past artists. Since roughly 1,000 performers 
have played here before and we bring in around 

25 of them each year, you can imagine why your 
favourite artist might not be here. The next step 

is to listen to the thousands of applications and to 
keep trying to secure a few dream artists. | look for 
balance and excitement and | look for the best. 


We are not immune to industry trends, the latest 
being the rapid growth in the number of very large 
festivals with a resultant increase in the fees for 
headliners. | can’t and won't get into a bidding war. 
We are committed to a festival that is affordable 
for families. “Make a living, not a killing,” as Utah 
Phillips said. 


Inflation is becoming a major challenge. Even at 

an annual rate of two-to-three per cent, we have 
to find $80,000-to-$120,000 of new revenue every 
year. As a result, the price of beer will move to $6 in 
2015. You have been warned. 


When | joined the festival in 1989 there were 
many areas to work on and | think we have fixed 
most, if not all, of the problems. There is, however, 
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Choosing the performers for Folkfest is somewhat of a juggling 
act between those who have already played here, rising stars 
and “a few dream artists.”

We will 
look at starting times and the number of tickets 
allowed for purchase. Ticketmaster also worked 
well though we have a bit of fine tuning to do. It is 
obvious that our website, despite upgrades, cannot 
handle the demand. This is where the major change 
will be. Any and all suggestions are welcome. 


Our Endowment Fund will be over $2 million by the 
end of the year. This fund holds the most promise for 
keeping our ticket prices affordable in the future. If

you are considering leaving legacy funds, consider 
Folkfest. If one hundred people left one per cent of 
their will to us, it would make a big difference. In 
the meantime all proceeds from seniors’ tickets go 
directly into the Fund. | am very pleased with how 
Seniors’ tickets have been received and we have yet 
to turn any seniors away. 


Over the next couple of years there will be many 
changes. The Valley Line of the LRT will wrap around 
our site along Connors Road. We have secured 
guarantees from the City that construction will not 
directly interfere with the festival, but you should 
expect some inconvenience. In the not too distant 
future, there will be an LRT stop at the top and 
bottom of the hill. 


In the past year there have been losses, both 
personal and professional. We lost Peter Seeger but 
what a legacy he has left behind. You will notice 
some of his song titles in the sessions. | was lucky 
enough to have breakfast with him and he was as 
gracious in person as he was in public. On the home 
front we lost Bill Merritt, a former general manager 
of the Winnipeg Folk Festival and a wonderful man. 
| dedicate this festival to the memory of these 
gentle men.
